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AMERICA'S MOST VICIOUS ENEMY 


Espionage is a Very Vital Danger Today 


"Tovar we face a grave and often discounted dan- 

ger, Like an iceberg, it is nine-tenths submerged 
and, to the uninitiated, appears innocuous. Not so to 
the knowing few. They realize it could cost our 
freedom. 

Here, then, is the story — chapter and verse — how- 
ever sordid. Here are the facts you need to know. 
Armed with this alarming information, you will be in 
a better position to preserve, protect, and defend 
America. 

The story of Marie Zetko, a naturalized American 
who works for the United States Government, reveals 
with startling clarity this Sword of Damocles which 
hangs over us. 

Some time ago Miss Zetko went to the embassy of 
her motherland, now controlled by a Communist re- 
gime, to inquire about relatives still living in the 
old country. 

Shortly thereafter a man whom we shall call Zel 
Arno, an official of this embassy, contacted her. He 
gave meager bits of information about her people, 
said he would obtain more, and promised to assist her 
and her family in every way possible. 

Then he mentioned that she worked for an agency 
of the United States Government, More, he seemed 
to have considerable data regarding certain high offi- 
cials of that agency and its operations. But not 
enough. 

“What,” he asked, “are the plans and policies of 

your office toward the homeland?” 
" Miss Zetko pleaded ignorance. Arno then interro- 
gated her about persons who could be useful in Com- 
munist intelligence and infiltration activities and who 
were employed by the Department of Defense, Central 
Intelligence Agency, certain intelligence schools in 
the Armed Forces, the Voice of America, and the De- 
partment of State. 

“T couldn’t give you this information,” Miss Zetko 
said, “even if I had it. It’s classified.” 

Arno smiled pleasantly. “You've nothing at all to 
fear,” he said. “If you should run into difficulty for 
cooperating with me, I will take care of you.” 

“How could you?” 

“Whisk vou out of this country,” he said glibly. 
“Return you to your homeland, See that you have a 
far better job there than you have here, And you’d be 
with your own people.” 

Being a strong character, Miss Zetko scorned Arno’s 
offer. More, she reported that he had attempted to 
enlist her into Communist espionage. 

The ensuing investigation revealed some spectacular 
details, i.e.: At the very time Arno was attempting to 
transform Miss Zetko into a traitor, he was encour- 
aging American students to visit his country. 

“Through such visits,” he told educators, “we can 


bring about a better understanding between your 
people and mine. This is certain to further the cause 
of peace.” 

Arno’s method is typical of that employed by many 
Iron Curtain diplomats. While duly accredited offi- 
cials of their country, they do all within their power 
to destroy America, 

The case of Santislaw Salowski is even more dra- 
matic. Years ago he left a country which is now 
Communist and came to the United States. He worked 
hard, became a citizen, married, reared a large family, 
and like most immigrants became completely devoted 
to his adopted country. 

Retaining a natural affection for his homeland, he 
joined a club comprised of men of his national origin 
and, in an effort to aid some of his countrymen to 
immigrate to America, discussed the matter with an 
official of a satellite consulate at New York. 

The Iron Curtain official seemed genuinely glad to

aid Salowski. In return, he asked that Salowski per- 
form a few innocent favors for the consulate. 

“You see,” the diplomat said, “consular employees 
‘annot leave New York without a special permit. For 
that reason it is difficult for us to get around the coun- 
try as we would like on shopping tours, Therefore, 
I'd like for you to pick up certain items for me in 
various cities and deliver them here.” 

Salowski agreed. For three years he continued this 
relationship. Then, upon delivering a package at the 
consulate, he met a strange man. 

“Mr. Salowski,” the stranger said, “the package you 
have just delivered contains espionage materials. For 
years you have been handing over such items to the 
Soviet spy network.” 

The stranger paused. “That means,” he continued, 
“vou could go to jail — or to the chair —for what you 
have done. 

“And,” he added coldly, “the only way to play safe

Salowski was thoroughly frightened when he left 
the consulate. For weeks he worried about his prob- 
lem and kept it to himself. Then he started drinking. 
And finally, when he could bear it no longer, he told 
his wife everything. 

That evening the Lron Curtain diplomat called him, 
but Salowski, having no desire to become further in- 
volved, reported he was ill. 

A week later the diplomat again called, asked Salow- 
ski to report to New York. “I’m sorry,” Salowski said, 
“I’m remodeling my shop. I can’t leave it now.” 

This, Salowski knew, was only a delaying tactic. 
And within a few days the diplomat again telephoned. 
As before, he atempted to enlist Salowski as a cour- 
ier for the network. 

When Salowski flatly refused, the diplomat’s entire 
manner changed, “The last time you were here,” 
he said ominously, “we asked you to remain with us. 
We indicated the rewards and, if you like, the hazards.” 

“T yeeall.” Salowski said. How well he recalled! 
“That means,’ the strange man had said, “you could 
go to jail —or to the chair.” 

“You are fond of your family,” the diplomat con- 
tinued. “Very fond of your wife, children, and grand- 
children.” He paused significantly. “And I wouldn’t 
worry you for anything. But wouldn’t it be tragic if 
little Anna, your favorite grandchild, were to disap- 
pear and then turn up in the old country?” 

This. Salowski realized, was a naked threat, More, 
it could happen. And it might. It very well might. 

“You know,” Salowski said, “perhaps you and I do 
have some — some unfinished business.” He bit his 
lips to restrain his fury. “Maybe I'd better stop in 
again and talk it over.” 

“Pine,” the diplomat said in an apparently cordial 
manner. “I’ll be waiting to see you.” 

Salowski hung up the telephone. But one sentence 
kept ringing through his mind. Wouldn’t it be tragic 
if little Anna, your favorite grandchild, were to disap- 
pear and turn up in the old country? 

That crystallized his thinking. This was a chance 
he dared not take. No sacrifice was too great to pro- 
tect his family. He must protect them at whatever 
the personal cost. 

At once he visited his parish priest, told him the 
entire story, sparing no details. “What,” he asked the 
priest, “can I do? How can I protect little Anna?” 

“We must tell these facts to the authorities,” the 
priest said. He called in the government security 
agents. And, in due course of time, another Iron Cur- 
tain diplomat departed from the United States persona 
non grata, 

“T didn’t know,” you say, “that such things happen 
in America.” 

Few people do. Yet, it is a matter of official record 
that in a single 18-month period, the Federal Bureau 
of Investigation turned over to the Department of 
Justice a grand total of 481 espionage cases. Often 
the most vicious are native Americans. For instance: 

On a wintry afternoon some years ago, a short, 
chubby Philadelphia chemist carrying a pair of gloves 
and green book huddled at an appointed spot in New 
York’s lower East Side. 

Presently a thin, sallow-faced man —a noted physi- 
cist carrying a tennis ball approached the chemist. 
This was enough. Although the men had never met, 
they recognized each other from the trappings — 
gloves, green-backed book, and tennis ball. Together 
they took a cab to an inconspicuous restaurant on 
Third Avenue. 
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One of these men, the chemist, was an especially 
clever espionage agent. The other, the physicist, 
worked at the Manhattan Engineer District, the se- 
cret code name for the atomic bomb project. 

Their assignment was of astronomical magnitude: 
To steal for Russia the secret of the atom bomb. 

They lost no time. The physicist obtained informa- 
tion and passed it to his colleague who transmitted it 
to the Kremlin. Within the next six months these spies 
met several times. Then, suddenly and without ex- 
planation, the physicist disappeared. 

It was almost a year until these two met again, this 
time on the Castillo Street Bridge in Santa Fe near 
the A-bomb project at Los Alamos where the physicist 
now worked. 

After these spies concluded arrangements to meet 
three months later, the physicist handed the chemist 
a package containing highly secret information which, 
within a matter of days, was en route to Russia. 

Then came alarming news. The United States Gov- 
ernment learned that the spies had stolen the basic 
secrets of nuclear fission. The resulting FBI investi- 
gation disclosed that there had been serious and re 
curring leaks of information in certain quarters both 
during the war and subsequently. This provided a 
material clue which led to a strong suspect. 

In January 1950, after his guilt was clearly estab- 
lished, the physicist — Dr. Klaus Fuchs — made his 
first confession. He had been a principal in this spec- 
tacular theft, this crime of the century. But who was 
his companion? 

“A man about 40,” Fuchs said. “Five feet ten inches 
tall, stocky build with a round face.” 
tion would fit ten million men. 

As the investigation progressed, however, one man

vs. 


ELECTIVE MONARCHY

“THE experience of mankind teaches that the desire 
for rule and the passion for power is constituent 
in all government; republics, as well as monarchies. 
It further reveals that this thirst for power always 
embraces a gradual usurpation of authority through 
purloining in one fashion or another the sovereignty 
of the people; ever directed toward the ultimate pur- 
pose of complete governmental constraint and arbitrary 
power, Justice Patterson, in taking cognizance of 
this gravity of power and ascendancy of absolutism, 
expressed himself thusly, “Power is insatiable and, if 
left unchecked, will create what it wishes. Innovation 
is dangerous; one encroachment leads to another, 
precedent gives birth to precedent; what has been 
done may be done again; thus radical principles are 
broken in upon and the Constitution eventually de- 
stroyed.” Commingling itself with this paragon of 
peculation and as an intrinsic part thereof, there in- 
fuses also a popular doctrinal heresy and apostasy 
of the most deceptive and pernicious nature. This is 
the gospel that unlimited and irrefutable power and 
trust, if accorded to a ruler of probity, morals and 
integrity, constitutes the best form of government. 
Such transpositions of power with its specters of 
stratocracy, were well known to the statesmen who 
founded this republic and wrote our Constitution. One 
of the basic results was that in the constitutional del- 
egation of legislative powers to Congress, all such 
powers were well delineated, defined and limited by 
the Constitution. However, incredulous as it may 
seem, and to the contrary, the constitutional delega- 
tion of power to the President was loose and unguard- 
ed, vast, extensive and unreserved. “The executive 
power shall be vested in a President of the United 
States of America... ” reads the Constitution, And 
furthermore, to aggravate this situation, the tenure of 
office was designated as four years without any re- 
strictions on presidential re-eligibility to this position. 
This lack of forbiddance to successive terms of Pres- 
idential office to the office holder was recognized by the 
early executives of the Republic as a road to abso- 
lutism and intrinsically subversive to the continued 
maintenance of our constitutional principles and lim- 
ited government, George Washington, and one who 
undoubtedly could have been re-elected for life, had 
he so desired it, was the first executive to refuse to 
take advantage of this constitutional frailty in the 
outset of his Farewell Address to the people of the 
country and, in declining to be considered for re-elec- 
tion among those out of whom a choice was to be 
made, states in part: “... and I am persuaded, what- 
ever partiality may be retained for my services, .. . 
that ... you will not disapprove my determination to 
retire.” “ ... 1 have the consolation to believe that, 
while choice and prudence invite me to quit the po- 
litical scene, patriotism does not forbid it.” 
Thomas Jefferson was probably more outspoken than 
any other President against continued terms in office. 
And his strenuous objection was voiced both before

and during his presidential tenure. Prior to his ex- 
ecutive service, and during the time that he was in 
the diplomatic service in Paris, he wrote Washington 
expressing deep anxiety over the “perpetual re-eligi- 
bility” of the President to successive terms. His as- 
sertions were very blunt and to the point. “This I fear 
will make an office for life. I was much an enemy of 
monarchy before I came to Europe. I am ten thousand 
times more since I have seen what they are, . , I shall 
hope that before there is danger of this change taking 
place in the office of President the good sense and 
free spirit of our countrymen will make the change 
necessary to prevent it. Under this hope I look for- 
ward to the general adoption of the new Constitution 
with anxiety as necessary for us under our present 
circumstances.” 

Later during his presidential service in office, he 
was ever more pronounced in his concern of succes- 
sive terms. To the Vermont Legislature, in response 
to their request that he again permit himself to be 
proposed for a third term, he stated: “That I should 
lay down my charge at a proper period is as much a 
duty as to have borne it faithfully. If some termina- 
tion to the service of the Chief Magistrate be not fixed 
by the Constitution, or supplied by practice, his office, 
normally four years, will in fact become for life and 
history shows how easily that degenerates into an in- 
heritance. Believing that a representative government 
replaceable at short periods of election is that which 
produces the greatest sum of happiness to mankind, 
[ feel it a duty to do no act which shall essentially 
impair that principle, and I should unwillingly be the 
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person who, disregarding the sound precedent set by 
an illustrious predecessor (Washington), should fur- 
nish the first example of prolongation beyond the sec- 
ond term of office.’ And it may further be pointed 
out that to the legislators of seven additional states 
of the Union in which they express their approbation 
of the general course of his administration and ex- 
pressing their desire that he would again be a candi- 
date for re-election he expressed similar regrets in 
like terms. 

Succeeding Presidents also spoke unqualifiedly 
against the evils and the danger of continued tenures 
in executive office. 

A strong stand was pronounced successively by Mad- 
ison, Monroe, Jackson and Polk, and one of the strong- 
est in his position was Andrew Jackson, He not only 
openly advocated a policy of limitation on service, 
but in two annual messages to Congress asserted that 
there should be constitutional restraints limiting the 
tenure in office to one term of either four or six years. 
In fact, the public opinion was so well crystallized not 
only as against a third term, but against a second term 
as well, that after Jackson’s retirement no other Pres- 
ident was re-elected to a second term until 1864, dur- 
ing the Civil War, with Lincoln’s re-election, 

After the war the convictions of the people against 
successive terms continued. Rutherford B, Hayes, in 
his inaugural address of March 5, 1877, unqualitiedly 
recommended a constitutional amendment limiting 
the term to six years and no more. Grover Cleveland 
also favored a like constitutional revision, and so ex- 
pressed himself in his acceptance of the nomination 
for President, as well as in his first inaugural address 
to Congress, concluding in this respect that the “eli- 
gibility of re-election constituted a grave danger to 
democracy.” 

It may therefore be well concluded that up to the 
beginning of the present century, the position taken 
by the executives themselves and by the people through- 
out the country was a full determination against the 
third term in all events, and against the second term 
in certain events. 

Llowever, the turn of the century saw the commence- 
ment of erosion and abstraction, through interpreta- 
tion, nullification and expansion of the constitutional 
principles ol popular sovereignty, delegation of pow- 
ers and limited government, and in their place the 
gradual injection of the socialistic doctrine of totali- 
tarianism and supremacy of the state. Such usurpa- 
tions were readily asserted by all three departments 
of the Federal Government and not least to be dis- 
suaded as obsolete, antiquated and fatuous was the 
unwritten principle against the third term. 

The first President who sought to destroy this bar- 
rier of public opinion was Theodore Roosevelt. Fully 
aware of the antipathy of the American people against 
such re-election he sought by devious means to cir- 
cumvent this puble feeling so as to perpetuate himself 
in the presidential office. Roosevelt, it will be remem- 
bered, was first catapulted to the presidency in 1901 
by reason of the untimely death and assassination of 
President McKinley on September 14th of that year. 
After his election in 1904 he unhesitatingly concluded 
that the unexpired term of McKinley that he had just 
served, and his newly elected term constituted, in ef- 
fect, two terms of presidential office, and hence he has- 
tened to state publicly and repeatedly that “Under no 
circumstances will I be a candidate for or accept an 
other nomination.” This statement would seem to 
clearly debar him from any further consideration or 
desires respecting the office of President of the United 
States. However, in 1912 he did not hesitate in per-

mitting and encouraging his candidacy for presidential 
nomination by the Republican convention held that 
year. And in this connection, history records that he 
failed immeasurably of such renomination, At the same 
time, not satisfied with his failure to capture the Re- 
publican nomination for President, he then bolted the 
convention, met separately, organized the new Pro- 
gressive Party, and in August of that year was nomi- 
nated by the Progressive Party for President. Thus 
he was a candidate for President in 1912 on the [ro- 
gressive ticket. When it was argued and the question 
was posed to him that he had heretofore stated that 
“Under no circumstances will I be a candidate for or 
accept another nomination,” he gave the elusive and 
garbled answer that if a person were at some time or 
other to decline “a third cup of coffee,” it could never 
be supposed that it was his intention never to drink 
another cup of coffee. “I mean, of course,” Roosevelt 
argued, “a third consecutive term,” and so, in this cozen 
and wily fashion, the subject was palmed off to the 
American public, thusly making Theodore Roosevelt 
the first President to ever seek a third term in the 
history of the United States, 

The fundamental conviction of non-eligibility of 
executives to the third term having thus been chal- 
lenged, even though unsuccessfully, it was now of 
course much easier for succeeding Presidents to deny 
or impeach the doctrine on one ground or another. 
President Woodrow Wilson was no exception to the 
then minor agitation favoring the third term. The 
difference, however, between Roosevelt and Wilson in 
the ethics involved was foundational, while Roosevelt 
was pharisaical and dealt in jugglement, Wilson was 
forthright and outspoken even though dynastically 
inclined. 

For instance, the 1912 Democratic platform pledged 
the nominee of the party to a single term of presi- 
dential office. Wilson, however, had the fortitude to 
openly reject this pledge and so advised A. Mitchell 
Palmer, later Attorney General, to this effect. This 
opinion and line of action was with him until his 
demise and as late as June of 1920 he was hoping for 
and harboring the thought of a third re-nomination 
and term even though at that time a very sick man. 

Calvin Coolidge, in point of time was the next Presi-

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FOREIGN AID,

‘THE foreign aid program at its inception shortly 

after World War II was an emergency operation, 
first to feed and then to rehabilitate Western Europe. 
It was restricted to economic assistance extended to 
14 or 15 countries in Western Europe, plus Greece and 
Turkey. In 1950 as a result of the NATO Conference, 
foreign aid became a mixture of military and economic 
assistance, which was divided between the original 
Marshall Plan countries and certain countries of 
southeast Asia and Korea. Since that time, the pro- 
gram has been extended and expanded to a great num- 
ber of countries and in the total amount of aid that 
has been granted by projects. 


As of January 1, 1959, a total of some $70 billion 
had been expended on military aid and economie assist- 
ance in over 70 countries and their dependencies. The 
total amount expended is equivalent to approximately 
one-quarter of our total national debt. The interest 
on this large sum at present rates averages about $214 
billion a vear, Current expenses are estimated by the 
Department of Commerce to run to approximately $5 
billion a year. Therefore, the total present and past 
cost of foreign aid is $7 billion annually, which in 
turn is equivalent to 20% of all personal income taxes 
collected by the United States Government. 


Because of the conflicting views of proponents of 
the program, it is fair to say that it is doubtful if we 
have any definite policy regarding foreign aid which 
is understood by the people who arc ‘aying the bills. 
Taxpayers do know that to borrow money to give 
away, When our public debt exceeds the combined pub- 
lic debts of all other nations of the world, will wreck 
the economy of this nation in which tragic eventuality, 
freedom will have been lost to all people. 


We are carrying out a series of projects, over 
2000 in number, which attempt to do a little some- 
thing of everything in almost every conceivable field 
of human activity. We build steel mills, we finance 
fertilizer plants, we have projects to instruct the 
Iraqian ladies in industrial sewing, we grow pigs, we 
have kindergarten classes — as a matter of fact there 
is nothing one can think of that we have not done 
something about in most of these countries, Thus 
committed we are faced with the problem of building 
up a staff of competent people to run these 2000 
programs successfully. We have failed to do this, in 
part, because enough competent technical people are 
not available and in part because it is impossible 
to plan, manage and run from Washington, a vast 
number of individual undertakings in 70 or more 
countries throughout the wide world by remote control. 


The result has been a history of waste and extrava- 
gance unparalleled in the records of American Govern- 
ment operations, The defenders of the program say 
that those instances of waste are only exceptions 
and that by and large the programs have been highly 
successful. The evidence fails to bear this out. There 
are thousands and thousands of pages of testimony 
taken by government commissions, Congressional Com- 
mittees, private investigations and other responsible 
observers that show very clearly that these stories,

this record of bad management and extravagance is 
the rule rather than the exception. 


In 1956, seven out of the nine members of the Hoover 
Commission Task Force on Overseas Economic Opera- 
tions petitioned Congress to set up a joint Committee 
or Hoover-type Commission to make a two-year sur- 
vey to determine how past appropriated funds had 
been expended, This was not done. Today Congress 
is being asked to appropriate $4 billion of new money 
on top of all the money already spent. Today Con- 
gress knows just as little about the way past appropri- 
ated funds have been spent as it did in 1956 when the 
Iloover Commission Task Force attempted to bring 
this matter to light. 

What justification is there, then, for Congress to 
accept at face value the self-serving presentation sub- 
mitted by the Executive Agencies in support of the 
fantastic amount of money which is being sought from 
the Congress this year? 


In 1956, the Hardy Subcommittee of the House Gov- 
ernment Operations Committee conducted a study of 
the management and planning of foreign aid in Iran. 
They examined witnesses and took over 1200 pages of 
testimony. At the conclusion of the Hearing, the 
Committee prepared and drafted a Report, the sub- 
stance of which was that we had spent approximately 
$250,000,000 in Iran over a three-year period and that 
it was impossible for the Committee, in view of the 
slipshod and loose operation of this program, to tell 
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where all the money had gone and who had received it, 
not to say what good it had done to anyone. The 
Committee recommended that the Department of State 
and the International Administration 
make a complete investigation of the persons who were 
charged with the responsibility for the management ol 
the Iranian program and that when responsibility was 
fixed, the persons in charge of the program be deprived 
of ever occupying any other post of trust and confi- 
dence in the United States Government, Unhappily, 
both State and ICA ignored this recommendation and 
the Director of the Iranian program was promoted 
and sent to Korea where, until recently, he has been 
directing foreign aid in that country. Others respon- 
sible for the Iranian waste were transferred to better 
posts, or confirmed in their old posts which seemed to 
amount to a vote of confidence, 

Another instance of the same story was in the little 
Kingdom of Laos, one of three independent countries 
earved out of Indochina after the Armistice of 1954. 
In four years the United States poured in almost $200,- 
000,000 in military and economic aid. This primitive 
little country of about two million people, 85° of 
whom are illiterate, could not absorb the amount of 
money we poured in. It was impossible to put the 
money into the country in conventional form, that is 
to say through the exportation to Laos of commodities 
which would then be sold and the local currency re- 
sulting from the importation made available for do- 
mestic expenses. So in order to make up for our 
inability to put commodities into Laos in ordinary 
form, we added huge cash grants of dollars, which were 
converted into local Laotian currency at an artificial 
rate of exchange imposed upon us by the beneficiary 
country that made it necessary for us to spend three 
times as many dollars as we should have spent in 
When the money 
was made available to the country, it fell into the 
hands of speculators, politicians and local merchants 
and virtually none of it filtered down to the poor 
This was ac- 
companied by a public works program, heavy road 
making machinery, and other similar projects, The 
Hardy subcommittee has been examining into the 
Laos program, At a recent Hearing, the Chief of the 
Industry Division of ICA confessed under pressure, 
that he had accepted over $12,000 in gifts from a fa- 
vored contractor who had been made responsible for 
building a road which is now passable only two months 
of the year and for the care of machinery and equip 
ment which upon investigation proves to be only about 
15% usable at this time. The Director of the ICA in 
Laos, after being recalled to Washington, was ap- 
pointed Deputy Assistant to the Director of ICA for 
liaison with the National Security Council, a post of 
trust and confidence. 

These illustrations are mentioned because they do 
establish a pattern which runs through the program 
all too often and points up the manner in which 
funds are badly planned and wasted and in which 
graft is all too prevalent, Obviously what has taken 
place in the past indicates that before we commit 
more money, we should take stock of what we have 
done and insist on imposing a greater degree of con- 
trol and the installation of new policies which will 
prevent a repetition of such disastrous performances. 

Far from saving a large number of countries from 
Communism as has been alleged, we have too often 
only strengthened unpopular governments or enriched 
an already privileged group of people thus widening 
the margin that exists between the upper crust and 
the submerged classes in each one of these countries. 
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order to accomplish our objectives.

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An excellent example is lraq where we put in some 
SiS million of economic aid and over $50 million in 
military hardware, all of which is now lost to us 
as a result of the revolution. But the fact is that 
we were held responsible for giving all of this mili- 
tary equipment to an extremely unpopular government 
and when that government was overthrown, the onus 
fell upon our shoulders. We were accused of having 
done things that assisted tyranny to continue. 

We believe that what we are attempting to do by 
way of foreign aid is something that is beyond the ca- 
pacity of any one government to do. It is impossible 
to administer this vast number of programs with any 
degree of efficiency. Wiat we are doing does not really 
help people to help themselves. What it does do is to 
impose upon these backward countries a huge local 
bureaucracy of Americans who are trying to make 
other people over in our own image and to plan and 
organize the lives of everyone all over the world. 

In 1948 at the inception of the Marshall Plan, ICA 
had a total of 458 employes. Today, thirteen years 
later, there are over 12,000 employees, Americans and 
nationals of other countries scattered all over the 
world who are on our ICA payroll. In addition there 
are over 9000 people employed in the military program 
which is administered by the Department of Defense. 
Naturally these people can only justify their existence 
by finding more projects upon which to spend money 
which will perpetuate their jobs and assure promotions 
over the years. 

Responsible Indian sources question their own Sec- 
ond Five-Year Plan, taking exception to many phases 
of it, yet we have stepped in to underwrite a large 
part of the foreign exchange cost for its completion. 
Last year we advanced by way of Export-Import Bank 
and Development Loans, over two hundred million dol- 
lars. Apparently we made these loans, not on the 
basis of pre-engineered projects, but often we picked 
up checks for machinery and equipment that had al- 
ready been ordered abroad by the Indians in fulfill- 
ment of this program without looking into the basic 
facts related to the plants in which the machinery was 
to be placed and the sufliciency of the equipment that 
had been ordered, It is said that some of these plants 
are badly designed and never will be efficient produc- 
ers. Yet we are committed to follow this program to 
its conclusion, regardless of what the bottomless pit 
may be, or be accused of welching and bringing about 
the failure of the Five-Year Plan. 

With regard to requests for appropriations this 
year, it should be remembered that there are presently 
between $6 and $7 billion of previously appropriated 
funds that are now in the pipeline, unexpended. It is 
alleged by the Department of Defense and by ICA that 
most of this money is already obligated. It seems 
clear that a great deal of the money in the pipelines 
of the military program is not validly obligated in the 
sense that it has been committed under contracts be- 
tween the Department of Defense and manufacturers 
for the actual delivery of specified items. On the con- 
trary, we think Congress will find that under the exist- 
ing regulations, a great deal of that money is merely 
earmarked under a reserve clause, and has not vet been 
converted into final contracts. It could, therefore, be 
de-obligated and used for current expenses without 
any great prejudice to the program as a whole. 

We support a realistic and reasonable type of mil- 
itary aid for countries like Korea, Nationalist China, 
and Turkey, but the time has come when a_ prosper- 
ous Western Europe, especially the United Kingdom, 
which has recently reduced its taxes by 8.60, France

AO TSE-TUNG in a dramatic move has spear- 
’ headed a venture into “total Communism.” In 
a hurried effort to convert Chines pastoral economy 
to industrialism, the real boss of Ked China has broken 
up the traditional family life... and adopted the old 
form of slavery to a new setting. 

In true revolutionary fashion, Mao-Tse-tung has 
done what neither Stalin nor Khrushchev dared to do. 

In a brash experiment with “pure Communism,” 
the Peiping philosopher has herded 99 per cent of the 
peasant families into 26,000 communes. More than 
120,000 households have been disintegrated in the at- 
tempt to further the Red Asian dream of building 
China into an industrial giant. 

At the same time, the real power of Red China has 
appointed Lin Shao-chi, hatchet-faced theoretician, to 
the presidency. Many Westerners feel this is a move 
to let someone else take the blame for Mao’s ballyhooed 
“Great Leap Forward,” should the commune program 
fail. 

Each commune has 48,000 peasant members, Com- 
pletely regimented, those who enter the communes fore- 
ibly give up all private property, ownership of land, 
their houses, their farming equipment, their livestock, 
but, of more importance, all family units are destroyed. 

Under the commune system the peasants farm ac- 
cording to a centralized plan and under central diree- 
tion. They eat in community dining rooms, turn 
their children during working hours over to commune 
nurseries, kindergartens and schools, 

From behind the Bamboo Curtain comes reports that 
Inany communes will also engage in industrial ac- 
tivity, as well as farming. Organized batallions of 
“citizen-soldiers” will build steel mills, antomobiles, 
ships, ball-bearing plants, water-power plants and 
other heavy industry, 

Living a barracks-type life, women work in every 
occupation except that of homemaker .. . they do 
farming, tailoring. laundering and road building. 

Husband is separated from wife—and under the 
“Saturday Night” system, all but one of the married 
women workers who live in the dormitories, sleep else 
where so that each week one of them in rotation may 
have some privacy with her husband. 

Students of China’s history question whether Mao 
or Chou or Liu will be able to destroy the great funda- 
mentals of family life in China, which is symbolic of 
the oldest contemporary civilization in the world. 

No doubt the huge crop losses in 1957 urged such 
drastic action on the leaders of Red China, and since 
the Marxist theory promotes violence, it is readily 
understandable why the communes were established. 

A true student of China, the Rev, J. A. McCormick, 
who for many years was a missionary in that country, 
said: 

“People will not obey the Reds; they will not sub- 
mit to every order; they will resist being robbed of 
their farms and businesses, their homes, their rights 
over their children, their liberties and their lives.” 

Reports from many sources have drifted through

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Hong Kong that the conversion to the commune sys- 
tem has not been bloodless. 

A report from Portuguese Macao said that Red 
China troops were sent to the Communist controlled 
off-shore island of Lappa in the South China Sea to 
put down a bloody revolt against the commune system. 

From southeast Asia comes reports of thousands of 
Chinese fleeing across the borders to escape from the 
communes, 

To obtain a true perspective of this revolutionary 
movement, one must review some of China’s ancient 
history. 

The essential features of her traditional civilization 
were developed and established close to four thousand 
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Chinese Youth Grind Grain by Manpower as American

vears ago in the basins of the Hwang-ho and the 
Yang-tse. 

The ancient culture was preserved in the family sys- 
tem which has dominated Chinese society and perme- 
ated almost every aspect of economic and political 
life—the very thing that Mao is attempting to de- 
stroy. 

Despite .political disunity during most of China’s 
history, she has developed an identical civilization, 
an absolute moral unity. 

Basically China has three religions Taoism, 
Buddhism and Confucianism. Taoism, a congeries of 
superstitions, was founded by Lao-tse in the 6th cen- 
tury before Christ and teaches conformity to the cos- 
mie order and simplicity of social and political or- 
ganization. 

Buddhism, based on the doctrines of Gautama 
Buddha teaches that the nirvana or escaping from lia- 
bility to suffering or mortality, is the highest goal at- 
tainable, and this can only be attained through the 
“Eightfold Path,” i.e., of right belief, right resolve, 
right word, right act, right life, right effort, right 
thinking and right meditation, 
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Confucianism is not a religion, according to many 
scholars, but a social code, an attitude toward life. 

The sanctity of the family finds expression, accord- 
ing to Confucianism, in ancestor worship, the oldest 
and most tenacious form of religious expression. It is 
the cornerstone of the Confucian teaching accepted by 
70 generations of Chinese, a doctrine which gives first 
place to the virtue of filial piety and discourages chil- 
dren from going far away from their aging parents. 

It is symbolized by elaborate and expensive rites 
connected with marriage and death, the maintenance 
of ancestral halls, the tamily reunions at fixed seasons 
and countless other acts. 

The importance of the family during the last 4000 
years undoubtedly gave China a social stability, which 
enabled her to survive the highly inflammable political 
disorders which have been so much a part of China’s 
history. 

Old China was a myriad of family corporations. 
The association of from 20 to 25 families into com- 
munity living provided the system of local government 
and maintained a common treasury, The community 
was run by a group of elders, whose meetings were 
held in the village temple, the center of social life. 

Ethical teachings were based on Confucius’ five re- 
lationships that of sovereign and subject ...+ parent 
and child... husband and wife ... senior and junior 

friend and friend. Chinese were taught the im- 
portance of filial piety, benevolence, justice, propriety, 
intelligence and fidelity. 

At the heart of the moral code of the Chinese was 
the fact that a father, no matter how lacking in virtue, 
could not be removed though you could remove 
vourself from him. It was taught that the head of 
the house, living or dead, is always the head of the 
house that in comparison with the family, the 
individual accounts for little. All schools were pro- 
vided by the community and it was recognized that 
there was an aristocracy of learning. 

But despite these tenacious beliefs, Mao has estab- 
lished old folks homes, taken the parents away from 
the children, established public cemeteries and used 
decayed bodies for fertilizer. 

Being the brilliant strategist that he is, Mao rea- 
lized that the excessive emphasis on the family has 
been a potent cause of China’s political weakness, since 
family interest at all times takes precedence over those 
of the state. A Chinese owed implicit loyalty to his 
family. 

The effects that the communes have on the rest of 
Asia can be summarized in the words of Mohammed 
Ali Ghagla, India’s ambassador to the United States: 

“If India cannot prove that it can achieve economic 
results by democratic methods, its people will ask 
that it try out the Chinese system of communes... 
‘All Asia is watching the progress of Red China and 
asking, “What are the results of our freedom?”’... 
“When you are starving, the first thing you want is a 
square meal. You don’t want to talk about methods.” 

Students of Asia are puzzled by this recent develop- 
ment behind the Bamboo Curtain, 

They are asking themselves: “Will the Chinese peo- 
ple allow their civilization to be destroyed? What 
will be the economic and political effects upon the 
United States and the rest of the world?” 

That there are material results no one can deny. 
The Chinese have just finished their first ocean-going 
cargo ship, the “Leap Forward.” They have a modern 
factory in Mukden that turns out 4,000 precision 
lathes a year. Thousands of vest-pocket blast fur- 
naces have blossomed in all sectio .s of China. 

As one observer commented: “With industrializa- 
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tion, I can see Communist China emerging as the 
Germany of Asia in 20 years— with 30 million Chi- 
nese troops goose-stepping determinedly forward.” 

If China can be industrialized by the commune sys- 
tem ... then the rest of the world has cause for great 
alarm. 

Although there have been some economic gains, re- 
ports from Hong Kong and from southeast Asia say 
that... 

“The one thing you remember is the immense fatigue 
stamped on everybody’s face. Mass debates and propa- 
ganda meetings must be attended at least three nights 
a week. The family is destroyed, and there seems to 
be an undercurrent of unrest among the ‘communist- 
type robots’.” 

The major question remains: Will the Chinese peas- 
ant work a fourteen hour day without bloody revolu- 
tion? 

The typical day in the commune starts at 2:00 a.m. 
and continues until 6:00 a.m, After‘an hour for break- 
fast, work continues until 11:00 a.m., when there is a 
two-hour break for lunch. The day’s work picks up 
again at 1:00 and continues until 7:00 p.m. 

Although all are guaranteed free meals, this amounts 
to a monthly ration of about 20 pounds of rice, a pound 
of sugar and 35 pounds of flour, Only a few pennies 
worth of pork is allowed each month, There is no 
question that the living standards are still the lowest 
in the world. 

In a further effort to stamp out the teachings of 
their native religions, a report prepared for the United 
States Government states: “Central organizations 
have etstablished for Buddhists and Taoists, 
supervised by the Communist Party.” 

The study indicates that the religious aspects of 
Peiping’s campaign against the Dali Lama in Tibet 
is but a part of an over-all drive against both or- 
ganized sects and popular religion in China, 

As former Secretary of State John Foster Dulles has 
observed when he warned against the United States 
recognizing Red China and admitting her into the 
UN: 

“The struggle with Communism is primarily a moral 
struggle. . Communism is becoming a challenge to 
the basic moral principles (of our times), and indeed 
upon the civilizations based on religion.” 

The action taken in establishing the communes is 
certain proof of Dulles’ reasoning. 

Mao Tse-tung was quoted as saying as far back as

“The most appalling fact of this generation is the 
failure of the free world to grasp the fundamental na- 
ture of Communism,” says Congressman Francis E. 
Walter, Chairman of the House Committee on Un- 
American Activities. “Communism is not just an eco- 
nomic system. It is not just a political organism 
within the generally accepted meaning of that term. 
It is not just military aggression of a particular na- 
tion or group of people. 

“Communism involves an ideology, but it is more 
than an ideology. It is a dynamic system aimed at 
the destruction of all moral and spiritual values and 
of any society built on them. It is a scheme for total 
regimentation and control of every body and mind in 
a universe conceived to be exclusively governed by 
materialistic forces. The treacheries, bloodshed, de- 
ceit and violence of Communism stem from its basic 
ideology, but these are perpetrated by people who are 
Communists and whose ultimate objective in their 
marauding against the free people is not conversion, 
but conquest. 

“One of the basie fallacies of the free world in at- 
tempting to cope with Communism is to regard it as 
just another form of government which can be voted 
in or out at the will of the citizenry, This is precisely 
what the Communists would have the free world be- 
lieve, but the facts are otherwise. There has never 
been a single country taken over by the Communists 
with the knowing approval of its subjects; and once 
in power Communists have never relinquished control 
except where they were ousted by force. Communism 
generally follows the same basic pattern which in es- 
sence consists of first, softening up its prey by deceit- 
ful propaganda; second, subversion; and third, force.

atively few, though they now number a world-wide 
fifth column of some 33 million. It is no more possible 
for free people to coexist peacefully with these dedi- 
cated revolutionists than it is for the body to coexist 
peacefully with cancer. 

“Many people wonder what makes a dedicated Com- 
munist. How are intelligent American citizens molded 
into such thoroughly committed revolutionaries that 
they will, as Lenin said, devote “the whole of their 
lives” to the Communist conspiracy? The experience 
of this Committee compels the conclusion that this 
process is not accomplished overnight.

An Iron Curtain Around America 


] O WE want an Iron Curtain off our shores? Of 

course not! But whether we want it or not, there 
is grave danger of our awakening some morning to 
tind just that, 

If it happens, we will have no one to blame but our- 
selves — because we let ourselves be bemused and be- 
fuddled by our own lack of information and by our 
ready acceptance of cliches from professional do-good- 
ers, whose hearts are ever bleeding for the “oppressed,” 
and who generally do not know who is being oppressed 
by whom. 

As a people we have always taken the part of the 
underdog. Because our country grew out of a “Revolu- 
tion,” we have most generally been sympathetic to 
revolutionaries. We have never stopped to realize 
that the American Revolution was not a revolution in 
the usual sense of the word, but was, as Washington, 
Adams, Mason, Franklin and indeed most of the Sign- 
ers of the Declaration pointed out, a fight to retain 
the ancient liberties of the Magna Carta which had 
been abrogated by a German King on an English 
Throne. 

Befuddled by this misconception, many Americans 
have been too apt to believe that the rebels among 
our neighbors were revolting against tyranny. They 
have taken the rebels’ word for the crimes of those in 
power, And Americans have completely overlooked, 
while we rested secure in the Monroe Doctrine, that 
today much of the unrest, much of the cries of “Tyr- 
anny,” “Oppression,” and so on have been carefully 
fomented and expoited by the Communists, 

World Communism has two ends in view. The obvi- 
ous one of gaining a foothold in the New World, and 
the subtler one of so pinning the United States down 
by trouble at its front door, that the Reds will be free 
to do whatever they wish in Europe and in Africa 
as they have already done in Asia. 

This is nothing new. We warned of it when the 
Caribbean Legion was first formed. We have written 
of its progress again and again. 


Now look at the map, There were those who said 
that Castro was not pro-Communist, but a “Cuban 
patriot.” Perhaps they were right — but today Castro 


has placed Communists in positions of high power in 
his Cuban government. He has announced expropria- 
tion and restrictions on Americans whose business 
operations have been the source of Cuba’s prosperity. 
He has by speech urged revolt in other countries. And, 
whether with his consent or at his instigation, counter 
revolutionaries have armed and set forth from Cuba 
to attack neighboring nations, 

Nicaragua —friendly to us—has been attacked. 
The Dominican Republic and Haiti have been threat- 
ened. Honduras and Brazil have just put down abor- 
tive revolts. The Panama Canal has been threatened 
by Cuban revolutionaries. 

Do we fear being called “imperialists” and “friends 
ef dictators” if we invoke the Monroe Doctrine? If 
the Reds take over, we will be called worse than that. 

And if the Reds take over the Caribbean, can we 
get the strategic materials we need in sufficient quan- 
tity by the Pan-American highway? Or will they be 
able to cut that line as well? 

If we don’t want an Iron Curtain around America, 


we had better take drastic action VOW to stop its 
formation!

The Constitution vs. The Court 


ID° YOU remember the New Deal days when the 
U. S. Supreme Court was called the “Nine Old 
Men” and the clarion call was to “liberalize the Su- 
preme Court”? And the fight that was made by the 
American people against “packing the Court’? 

The New Deal’s proposal to increase the number of 
judges, thus packing the high Court, was defeated, but 
little by little appointments were made which served 
the same end. “Liberalizing the Court” was found to 
mean that the judges, instead of using the Constitution 
of the United States as the sole criterion of their de- 
cisions, adapted the Constitution to the immediate 
issues or cases, and by-passed the Amendment process 
by which the Founding Fathers had assured that any 
change in the Constitution be made by a special vote 
of all citizens. 

In effect, instead of serving —as was originally laid 
down in the Constitution —as a curb upon those who 
wished to change the Constitution without recourse to 
the amendment procedure, the Supreme Court seems 
to have set itself up as an extra legislative body. 

The American Bar Association, and a majority of 
the Federal Judges of the nation have pointed out the 
dangers of judicial tyranny. The decisions of the past 
few years have been confusing even to lawyers, who 
have found that precedents and authorities have ap- 
parently become obsolete and that the fixed principles 
of our law seem to be but variable stars, dangerous 
to follow. 

Trne, in its recent modification of its previous deci- 
sion in the Jencks case, the Supreme Court has bowed 
to an extent to the wishes of the conservative major- 
itv of American citizens who believe the F.B.1. should 
not be hamstrung in its fight to protect the nation 
from those who would overthrow our Government and 
destroy our freedoms, There have been other slight 
modifications of previous rulings which had weakened 
the rights of the Sovereign States to legislate on 
purely domestic issues, but these are insufficient. 

But, why did there have to be modifications of pre- 
rious rulings? Why, if, as laid down in the Constitu- 
tion, the function of the Supreme Court is to determine 
the Constitutionality of a law, is there this succession 
of re-interpretations? It is this that is most disturb- 
ing to the legal profession. And it is this which also 
disturbs so many thinking American citizens. 

The latest decision of the Supreme Court on the 
right of New York State to ban a motion picture be- 
cause it presented immorality in a favorable light, has 
received much publicity. The subject was dramatic 
and the reversal of the New York State Supreme 
Court’s decision met with approval from unthinking 
liberals, as well as condemnation from ardent believers 
in States Rights. 

This decision caused consternation in the ranks of 
those who want to keep this country free from subver- 
sion. If the right of free speech includes the right to 
advocate immorality —even in a small way — then 
does the right of free speech include the right to teach 
overthrow of the Government by force, or even the 
right to teach treason? 

Is this what the Supreme Court meant?

WE HAVE had another visitor from Moscow. 


Whirling in, in the newest of Soviet passenger 
planes, Frol Kozlov, referred to as “Khrushchev’s right 
hand,” came with a party of experts to open the Soviet 
exhibition in New York. 

Like his predecessor, Anastas Mikoyan, in visiting 
the United States, he sped around Washington to 
the accompaniment of motor cycle escorts and sirens. 
He was photographed in every place from a super- 
market to the White House. He spoke before the 
Press Club and at business men’s luncheons. He tray- 
eled from one end of our country to the other. He 
went about freely and there were no “incidents.” 

But the end result of the visit seems to have been 
absolutely nil. Of course, he had no authority to 
change any of Khrushchev’s decisions assuming that 
he might have wished to, which is highly doubtful. He 
had obviously been instructed what to say, and he 
said it. 

Perhaps the remark which was most indicative of 
Soviet feeling was his statement that the U. 8S. Gov- 
ernment forced Russia to pay in gold for American 
relief sent to the Soviet Union in the famine year of 
1922. That is the kind of lies the Soviets have been 
spreading to other nations which the United States has 
helped at such a cost to our own citizens — a warning 
that our charity must be paid for. 

Of course, Secretary of State Herter immediately 
corrected the misstatement, reminding Mr. Kozlov that 
the Congress of the United States had in 1922 made a 
gift of the money to feed the starving Russians. But 
Kozlov’s statement had already gone out over the air-

In the second instance, the World Youth Festival is 
definitely a Communist front. As has been reported in 
the press, great pains have been taken by the Soviet to 
assure that the Festival remains in their control. The 
United States, even according to the Soviet news- 
cast, did not forbid young people to go, but warned 
them that the meeting is in the interests of interna 
tional Communism, It has long been the custom to 
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require citizens going to an area where certain diseases 
are rife, to insist upon innoculation against such dis- 
eases, If that is a good custom, then it is even better 
to innoculate travelers against the moral leprosy of 
Communism, 

The entire passport situation is certainly due for a 
complete overhaul. There are many bills before Con- 
gress to straighten out the impasse created by the Su- 
preme Court’s decision that the Secretary of State has 
no power to refuse a passport even to a known Com- 
munist. Surely the Government has a right to with- 
draw the privileges and the protection of a passport 
to those whose avowed purpose is the overthrow of the 
government which protects them, Surely the protec- 
tion of this country from subversive elements and po- 
tential spies and saboteurs is a duty of those in au- 
thority. 

It is hoped that Congress will see to it that a valid 
passport bill is returned in this session and that the 
anomalous position of the State Department is resolved 
in such a way that it may properly act for the secur- 
ity of our nation. 


What Constitutes Wise Foreign Aid? 


It is to be hoped that the proposed cut in Foreign 
Aid spending will prove to be a fact, instead of a sug- 
gestion. It is also hoped that this cut will not be 
used as a political football. 

It is quite true, as Senator Fulbright has stated, 
that “the foreign aid program is unpopular; it 
does not have popular appeal.” In fact we have been 
pointing that out in these columns for quite some 
time. 

But if it is to be cut, the question is where. From 
experience, it is clear that there has been much lobby- 
ing by interested parties — those favoring various na- 
tions or groups of nations, or financial gains through 
trade, those who, unfortunately can see only their own 
advantages and not the whole picture. 

We do not claim the role of Economic Expert so 
glibly donned by those without practical experience in 
making ends meet. But we repeat a few of the warn- 
ings given again and again on these pages. 

Let the aid we give to other nations, not be at the 
expense of our own economy. 

Let us not create unemployment in our midst by a 
job export program. 

Let us not create our own competition, 

Let us give economic aid in accordance with the 
ability and capability to use, of the nations we wish 
to help. 

Let us eliminate the waste from our program of 
foreign aid and be sure those who administer it are the 
right men on the job. 

And — above all—let us show that we appreciate 
fighters for freedom, by concentrating on aid to those 
countries who have shown they want to be free of and 
not catspaws for Communism! 

A more complete estimate of our foreign aid pro- 
gram and of its operations, is given in a very scholarly

N THE darkened sick room of a palatial manor on 

the edge of New York City, a grief stricken little 
girl of eleven knelt by the bedside of her dying mother 
and strove to reconcile herself to the knowledge that 
soon her beloved parent would leave her forever. The 
child was Theodosia Burr, daughter of the rising 
statesman and Revolutionary hero, Aaron Burr. 

Theodosia was born at Albany, New York, on June 
21, 1783, to Aaron and Theodosia Prevost Burr. Both 
Burr and his brilliant wife were determined that their 
only child should have a broad education, Under their 
able tutelage, Theodosia became an apt pupil of mathe- 
matics, science, history, and literature. At ten she 
was able to translate Homer and well on her way to 
the mastery of Vergil. Also she became proficient at 
dancing and riding and learned both the piano and 
harp. Even after she married, her father advised her 
to further her education by reading Quintillion in the 
original. 

As the years passed Theodosia grew into a beauty 
with finely fashioned patrician features, great dark, 
magnetic eyes and deep auburn hair in which elusive 
red glints flickered like live coals in the night. At 
fourteen she hecame the charming and capable hostess 
in her father’s home and famous Americans and for- 
eign notables were captivated by her gracious hospi- 
tality. Among the many distinguished personages she 
made welcome at Richmond Hill were Jerome Bona- 
parte, Talleyrand, the Bishop of York and—a great

Burr Is To This Day As Much of a Mystery As It Was 
In the Early 1800's When She Perished at Sea

military leader — Alexander Hamilton! Joseph Brant 
(Thayendangea), the great Mohawk Indian chief, was 
so impressed that he invited Theodosia to visit his 
home. 

Theodosia was sixteen when she met the man she 
was to marry, Joseph Alston, a South Carolina plan- 
tation owner, destined to later become governor of his 
state. He fell in love with her almost on sight. When 
he proposed, she quoted Aristotle who had written 
that a man should not marry before the age of thirty- 
six. However, less than a year later Theodosia was 
a supremely happy Mrs. Joseph Alston. And in the 
same month as her wedding, her father was named 
Vice President of the United States. At that time 
the tapestry of her life sparkled with all the vivid hues 
of the rainbow. 

In Charleston, South Carolina, where Theodosia and 
Joseph made their home, Aaron Burr’s talented daugh- 
ter soon became as popular as she had been in New 
York, Added happiness came to her in May of 1802 
when her son, Aaron Burr Alston, was born. 

It was not until 1804 that the black thread of trag- 
edy began to gain in scope and noticeably mar the 
bright design in Theodosia’s life tapestry. As she 
gaily celebrated her birthday, dire troubie was brewing 
between her father and General Alexander Hamilton. 
On that night Burr wrote to Joseph of the affair. “I 
have called out General Hamilton and we meet to- 
morrow morning,” he advised his son-in-law, The 
next day Theodosia was stunned to learn that her 
father had killed Hamilton in a duel. 

Burr was to pile added sorrow upon his daughter. 
Shortly after the duel, his Mexican enterprise came to 
light. He paid numerous visits to Harmon Blenner- 
hasset’s Ohio River Island home and with other con- 
spirators, attempted arrangements for a western em- 
pire in Mexico, with himself as the sovereign. The 
United States frowned upon these plans and Aaron 
Burr, once Vice President of the United States, found 
himself with a new title, an odious one — traitor! He 
was arrested February 19, 1807. Though obloquy fell 
upon Burr like a cloud, Theodosia’s love and loyalty 
never waivered. “I had rather not live than not be 
the daughter of such a man,” she declared firmly. She 
and Joseph remained with Burr until after his trial 
and acquittal. However, Burr, apprehensive that 
other charges might follow and be filed against him, 
decided to go to Europe, an exile. Thus again the 
black thread in Theodosia’s life tapestry gained in 
sweep and darkness. 

In 1812 Burr returned to the United States and 
settled once again in New York City. And in that 
same year Theodosia suffered another crushing blow. 
Her son and only child died. 

Theodosia’s health broke under the strain and grief. 
Anxiously Joseph urged her to visit her father in the 
hope that a reunion with her adored parent might 
benefit her. Joseph was now governor of South Caro- 
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lina and unable to accompany his ailing wife. Ar- 
rangements were made for Theodosia to make the 
journey via water on a privateer, the Patriot. Timothy 
Green, an old family friend and a lawyer who had 
also studied medicine, was chosen to sail with her. 
The War of 1812 was in progress and Joseph gave 
Captain Overstreet, commander of the Patriot, a let- 
ter to the British Admiral whose fleet was known to

ANY American citizens profess a contempt for 
. politics. Some go so far as to say they don’t care 
what the politicians do so long as they let them alone. 

In that last phrase lies the fallacy of the attitude. 
Politics does not let the citizen alone, It controls 
what he does and what he may do more than any other 
force in American life today. The corrupt politician, 
at least, is out for graft and graft is possible only at 
the expense of the taxpayer. 

Ineptness on the part of those who run our Goy- 
ernment is not a laughable matter, It may, indeed, be 
a very tragic matter for us and our children, particu 
larly our sons, who may have to fight and possibly die 
in unnecessary wars. 

Take the Korean situation, for example. The basic 
trouble there is not that we intervened in Korea, but 
that we ever let a situation develop which made inter- 
vention necessary, 

We recall that the United States Government ceased 
viving aid to Chiang Kai-shek before the Communists 
drove him off the mainland and that the fall of his 
vovernment was a result of the withdrawal of Amer- 
ican aid, We also withdrew from Korea and left the 
South Koreans without adequate weapons or military 
trainimeg.

The voter’s only way to avoid being deceived by 
those who are intent on feeding him selected facts or 
half-truths or just plain lies with a view to molding 
his opinions is to weigh the assertions of one set 
against those of another. One should never make the 
mistake of reading or listening to only one side. 

Political power in the United States rests with and 
arises from the people. “We, the people,’ as our Con- 
stitution recites, formed the United States Govern- 
ment. We, the people, are responsible for what our 
Government does, because though the laws are 
passed by our national and state legislatures we 


sent the legislators there. We can change the person- 
nel or our legislative, judicial and executive branches 
every two or four vears. Even the Supreme Court is 
indirectly under our control. If our executives and 
legislators do not follow the mandates we give them 
at the polling places we can throw them out at the end 
of any term, and even while they are in oflice we can 
make life miserable for them by our protests. 

The citizen who does not protest wrongful acts and, 
when the opportunity comes, vote to throw out inept 
or corrupt officials is responsible for what they do. 
This may be a startling statement, but it is exacly 
in line with the principle of law in business that the 
employer is responsible for the acts of his agents. 


We, the people, are responsible when government or 


society or public morals go wrong. How do we let 
them go wrong? Simply by doing nothing when 
we should have done something. When we do nothing

there are always hundreds, ves, thousands of persons 
who will do anything to make a dollar or a thousand 
dollars or a million dollars out of positions in govern- 
ment we have put them in or allowed them to get into. 

Has not the Kefauver Committee told us that or- 
ganized crime would be impossible, but for the rev- 
enue the racketeers receive from a multitude of small 
local sources such as coin machines and sub-rosa bet- 
ting? Has not the committee told us that there could 
be no national crime syndicate if local, small-fry crim- 
inals were not permitted to operate and then divide 
their take with those who are directing them from 
higher up? It is the average citizen who unwittingly 
provides the funds by which these gangsters operate. 
[It is he who patronizes the coin machines and the book- 
makers, It is he who elects the city councilmen or 
the city managers who appoint and direct the police. 

Not all the average citizens are open to this charge, 
however, for something like half of them seldom trouble 
themselves to vote. Most people are too busy making 
money or discussing the sport news or racing about the 
country on rubber tires to care what the local or 
national governments do. 

Many do not vote because they have no definite 
opinions on public questions. But how is one to form 
definite opinions if he does not give any time to the 
task? Too many persons do not read any part of the 
newspapers besides the sport sections or the comics, 
do not listen to any commentators on the radio, or read 
anything in the magazines but the fiction stories. 

Probably not one reader of this discussion has in- 
tended to shirk his duties as an American citizen, It 
is simply that it has not occurred to many of us that 
we are to any degree or to any extent responsible for 
the mess that the country, indeed, the whole world 
is in. We have been too busy doing other things 
more entertaining than government or politics, We 
have felt rather vaguely that our one vote and our ef- 
forts were not needed: that other decent citizens 
would do the voting very well. 

Possibly we have felt that when we paid our taxes 
we had done enough. But good public morals and 
clean government are not things which ean be bought 
with money. Thev are the result of constant wateh- 
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fulness on the part of good citizens. No one else can 
discharge our moral or civic obligations for us, 

We have, in the main, degenerated into a nation of 
shallow thinkers. We are fond of repeating catch 
phrases as substitutes for reasoning. To illustrate, 
a young man was recently arguing for the adoption 
of socialism in the United States when an older man 
asked disarmingly, “What is Socialism?” 

“Socialism,” glibly replied the young man, is gov- 
ernment designed to produce the greatest good for 
the greatest number.” 

“Is that not supposed to be the purpose of all gov- 
ernment?” blandly asked the older man. 

The young man fell silent. Well he might, for his 
thinking had been hazy. Any reply he might have 
made would only have revealed further his lack of 
understanding of his subject. 

Let us not be too hard on the young man, however. 
How many are there, claiming to be Democrats, who 
could answer off hand the question, “What is a Demo- 
crat?” 

Let no one who can’t answer that question be dis- 
comfited, however, The fact is, both the Democrat 
and the Republican Parties are what their leaders at 
the moment say they are, It is a matter of history 
that they have swapped sides on basic issues several 
times. 

Let either party advocate what it may at the mo- 
ment, the independent voter can have his own stand- 
ards which need not change. But to do this he must 
have facts on which to form his opinions, If he lets 
others with axes to grind feed him pre-selected facts or 
half-truths he will have the opinions that they planned 
that he should have, The wise voter will not follow any 
party blindly. He will be the party which does his 
own thinking. 

Nearly all of us are opposed to Communism and 
will promptly reject anything that bears that label. 
We recognize Russia to be the implacable foe of the 
United States and know that she is constantly plotting 
to bring about our downfall. But not all of us realize 
what little that is Communist bears the Communist 
label. The reds do little work in the open. They 
work mainly through “fronts.” Their chief strategy 
and technique is the big lie. 

Communism is defined as any system of social or- 
ganization involving common ownership of the sources 
or production, with some approach to the equal distri- 
bution of the products of labor and industry, Super- 
impose on this force and fraud and you have the Rus- 
sian type of Communism.

then, covertly, of course. Hollywood, as everyone 
knows now, has many Communists in it who for years 
have been putting Communist propaganda across on 
an unsuspecting public. 

Some who believe themselves to be good Americans 
are disseminating Communist teachings without re- 
alizing it. We cannot expect to recognize Communist 
propaganda unless we know what Communism is. 
So few Americans know anything about the various 
theories of government, Ask almost any man on 
the street and he will tell you that the United States 
is a democracy. It is not. It is a republic. Ask the 
same man to define democracy, to tell you what makes 
a thing democratic or undemocratic, and he will be 
unable to enlighten you. 

Every citizen has opinions, but these opinions can 
never be any better than the factual information they 
are based on. Too often our opinions are wrong be- 
cause our facts are wrong. In such cases, our opin- 
ions are mere prejudices. Many is the man who thinks 
thinking when he is merely rearranging his 
prejudices,

Many a man has no opinions, not even any preju- 
dices, on matters of public concern because he has 
never taken the trouble to form any, He takes no 
part in public affairs, not even to the extent of voting. 
He is a passive citizen. A passive citizen is not a 
good citizen. He is one of that great mass whom the 
grafters, the gangsters and the corrupt politicians do 
not fear because he is so easily deceived and managed. 
Even if he takes the trouble to vote, he may have been 
so bamboozled by catch phrases or spurious arguments 
or glittering promises impossible to fulfill that his vote 
may be of actual assistance to the crooks. 

It takes time to be a good citizen, and our free time 
seems so limited. Yet the busiest men often find time 
to participate in movements for the public good. We 
have the same twenty-four hours to each day that 
they do. 

lt does not seem to us that we have any time to 
give to public affairs simply because we have chosen 
to devote our free time to things of more immediate 
interest to us, chiefly to those things which entertain 
us. We are enabled to do this because someone else is 
carrying our civie burdens.

DISARMAMENT WISE? 


Does it Make Sense to Throw Away Our Advantages in the Field 


"T°HE unresolved issue of nuclear weapons develop- 

ment is, in essence, one that involves the very se- 
curity of the American way of life against the militant 
forces assembled behind the banner of international 
Communism, Today, more than ever, U. 8. military 
forces are committed to a dependence on nuclear wea- 
pons of a multitude of varieties as the only logical de- 
terrent to large-scale Communist aggression. We can- 
not draw a distinction between nuclear and non- 
nuclear weapons from the point of view of survival. 
A war fought with conventional or non-nuclear wea- 
pons would mean the defeat and possible destruction 
of our armed forces. 

When we compare the overwhelmingly superior man- 
power resources of the nations in the Soviet orbit with 
those of the military powers of the free world, we 
must face the situation with objective realism — not 
utopian idealism as the leftist appeasers would have 
us believe. There are one hundred and seventy-five 
Russian divisions trained to an aggressive policy, as 
contrasted to fourteen American divisions indoctri- 
nated with our nation’s defensive psychology. 

Harold MacMillan, truly a courageous British Prime 
Minister, recently stated: “Britain must rely on the 
nuclear deterrent or face the possibility of surrender.” 
This exemplifies the total dependence of our greatest 
ally upon nuclear weapons. 

An ending of nuclear weapons testing programs 
would be dangerous as nowhere in the free world are 
there enough conventional forces to resist Russian and 
Red Chinese strength. Nothing remains in the path 
of Communist domination in Europe and Asia except 
Soviet hesitation to suffer the heavy toll of an atomic 
war fought with nuclear weapons. A test ban would, 
without a doubt, increase the Communist-inspired 
campaign to abolish the use of nuclear weapons alto- 
gether, for the Reds have continually tried to compel 
us to adopt moral restraints on our will to employ 
weapons of nuclear propensity in warfare, 

It is on this vital issue that pacifist-minded, moraliz- 
ing pressure groups have acted as unwitting supporters 
of an important policy of international Communism — 
the destruction of our means of resistance. 

It would be only a massive attack by the Commu- 
nists against which a courageous and determined 
people would be helpless, and it is precisely the mas- 
sive attack which we could frustrate with our nuclear 
weapons. 

Now, however, with che liberals thoroughly en- 
trenched in Congress, the influence of the leftwing 
organizations who are lobbying constantly for an 
end of nuclear tests and their gradual abolition of 
use of the weapons and technological progress ac- 
complished through testing, are enjoying unlimited 
power to extend their influence. In 1956, before most 
of these groups were formed, President Eisenhower 
urged continued testing as a major campaign issue, 
and Vice President Nixon stated: “To stop nuclear 
tests would be catastrophic nonsense.”

nounced that the United States “is prepared to proceed 
promptly to negotiate an agreement with other na- 
tions which have tested nuclear weapons for the sus- 
pension of nuclear weapons tests.”

tially.” Yet, Senator Humphrey and company would 
spur us onward to a perhaps fatal number fifty-three. 
The “ban the bomb” propaganda was greatly aided 
in 1955 when it was urged to investigate proposals to 
enact disarmament legislation in Congress. The Sen- 
ate Subcommittee on Disarmament was formed, and 
hearings were begun on Jan. 26, 1956, under the di- 
rection of its Chairman — Senator Hubert Humphrey. 
The hearings took their normal unhurried course 
with testimony coming from such distinguished Amer- 
ican scientists as Dr. Edward Teller, the noted director 
of the University of California’s radiation laboratory, 
who urged continued tests for American security.

On 
April 11, 1958, two years after the hearings had begun, 
a carefully conceived full page advertisement was pub- 
lished in the New York Times and other big city 
dailies. The object was to cause public hysteria and

would be powerful enough to force a test ban. The 
organization which tinanced and sanctioned the ad 
was the NATIONAL COMMITTEE FOR A SANE 
NUCLEAR POLICY, This Committee is composed of 
a group of individuals of various professions; chiefly 
leftist agitators with that of scientist being the least 
common among the group. The full page ad depicted 
a photograph of a hydrogen bomb being exploded, 
the illustration consuming half of the page, and a 
statement of policy followed by the signatures of 47 
individuals

the signer’s names were deliberately designed to de- 
ceive the readers of the ad, and constituted an insult 
to the intelligence of the American people. 
Thomas, one of the more 
prominent signers, was listed as: Chairman, POST 
WAR WORLD COUNCIL. The ad neglected to tell 
the public that Thomas was, on six occasions, the Pres 
idential candidate of the SOCIALIST PARTY, and is 
currently an editor of the “Socialist Call,” one of the 
most radical magazines in the nation, 

Another signer, Dr. Erich Fromm, was listed as 
psychologist. The ad again failed to note that he is 
aun associate editor of the “Socialist Call.”

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FOX TERRIER HONORED AT DEATH 


Sol, the Dog, was Given a Military Funeral by the Air Corps 
of the United States Army

IS name was Sel. Why he was named Sol he 

never revealed. He probably never thought about 
it. He certainly never pretended to be as brilliant as 
the sun, or as wise as King Solomon. He was just 
a little sad-eyed fox terrier with an abbreviated tail 
who was born on the wreng side of the railroad tracks. 
But in spite of his non-aristocratic ancestors, he was 
the first dog ever to be given a full military funeral by 
the Air Corps of the United States Army, 

Sol did not consider himself above anyone in his 
outfit for he saluted both privates and commanding 
ollicers with friendly barks and by wagging his stubby 
tail. 

No one knew exactly where he came from. And he 
never got around to saying anything on the subject. 
[t was assumed that he did not like his home sur- 
roundings since he voluntarily enlisted in the Fourth 
Aero Sqaudron of the United States Army. 

Now when the Squadron arrived at Dallas, Texas, 
bright and early one morning in February, 1918, from 
Berkeley, California, there was no welcoming party to 
vreel tie outtit except Sol. He was dirty and spattered 
with mud and looked as if he had spent the week in 
old discarded drygoods boxes or in sheltered mud holes. 

How he knew the flying cadets were gloomy because 
thev did not like the being detailed to the 
State Fair Grounds before being sent to a flying field, 
no one ever found out, 

When the cadets got off the train Sol barked friendly 
He jumped for joy. He raced up and down 
to greet everyone in the Squadron. Under the circum- 
stances how could even the most hardened of the outtit 
friendly little dog? The whole outfit 
adopted Sol and he adopted the Squadron as his own. 
As the Squadron marched the two miles from the rail- 
road siding to the tair ground to be billeted in bar- 
racks which were once cow sheds, Sol raced up and 
down the colamn, Sometimes he led the column. Then 
he brought up the rear. And at other times he ran 
alongside.

him with kind words. That 
pleased Sol. He ran and brushed against their canvas 
leggings. Occasionally he leaped up to receive a 
friendly pat on the head. He was the happiest dog 
in the world. 

Soon after the Squadron was quartered in the one- 
time cow shed, some of the cadets cleaned up Sol, 
while others searched for a box and some rags to pro- 
vide him with a comfortable bed. 

In the barracks many of the cadets played with him. 
They would throw a ball for him to retrieve. He liked 
to test his strength as he gripped one end of a stick 
and a cadet would try to take it from him, If the 
cadet jerked at the stick Sol would let out a friendly 
little growl. 

Then there were times when he would run from 
bunk to bunk. He would yelp and jump for joy as 
some of the cadets would pretend to chase after him. 
In this game his eyes would sparkle with atfection as 
some of the men rocked with laughter as he would 
skid along the floor.

Not a thing could stir in the barracks without his 
knowing of it. He was a little spotted bundle of curi- 
osity. And if a stranger approached he never failed 
to bark an alarm. 

Within a week after the arrival of the Squadron at 
the State Fair Grounds, Sol would fight for and pro- 
tect the cadets of his squadron. He would never allow 
another dog, no matter how large, to trespass on what 
he believed was his exclusive privileges. Sol was proud 
of his squadron and the men were fond of him. 

The men of the other squadrons could not escape 
noticing Sol’s loyalty to the Fourth Aero Squadron. 
It seemed unbelievable. 

They tried to kidnap him on a number of occasions, 
but Sol could smell the men of the other outfits. He 
would dash away on his fast short legs. But early 
one morning they cornered him, He fought back, but 
they were too powerful, and carried him off. 

Sol was always in the habit of accompanying the 
Fourth Aero Squadron in its setting-up exercises and 
drills. This day he was nowhere to be seen, They 
missed him. They wondered and worried about him 
for he did not even show up to accompany them to 
evening mess. 

But, just before taps Sol rushed into the squadron’s 
barracks barking loudly, jumping, and racing from 
one end of the barracks to the other. Everyone was 
glad to see him. Then they noticed that something was 
wrong, so they gathered around him. Some swore 
vengeance on his tormentors. He had been decorated 
with paint. 

Two black wings were painted on his white sides. 
On his back, just to the rear of his neck, there was 
painted the letters S.O.L. And on his back, slightly 
forward of his stubby tail there was painted a large 
number 4. 
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It was impossible to remove completely the painted 
decorations. But Sol did not seem to mind. He was 
again free and again with his squadron. Nothing else 
seemed to matter. In fact he seemed to be proud of 
his markings for he followed his squadron with greater 
pep and joy to lift the sometimes dejected spirits of 
the cadets. 

One morning, about five weeks after he joined the 
Fourth Aero Squadron, as the cadets were marching 
to mess, Sol ran along as usual. He was bringing up 
the rear of the Squadron when a passing automobile 
struck him and killed him instantly, 

At the moment the cadets could not go to their 
loyal canine friend. However, during mess, at break- 
fast and at luncheon, they discussed ways and means 
of giving Sol a military funeral that afternoon since 
all the cadets were off duty. 

Immediately after luncheon a couple of the cadets 
picked up Sol and affectionately carried him to a lot 
directly across the road from the barracks of the 
Fourth Aero Squadron. Some cadets gathered wood 
Others went in 


and made a coftin, as one dug a grave. 
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search of wild flowers to decorate Sol’s coflin and 
grave. Several of the men sought a large headstone 
on which they painted the letters 8.0.L. A number 
of other men went in search of musicians among the 
cadets to form a band as others organized a funeral 
escort made up of men from the various squadrons at 
the camp. 

About two o’clock in the afternoon the funeral 
procession got under way. It was led by a band 
playing Chopin’s Funeral March on a banjo, a trom- 
bone, violin and bugle. 

Next in line was the tiny coffin with Sol carried by 
six pallbearers, His remains were followed by a car- 
rier of the Fourth Aero Squadron’s flag, and a column 
of 300 men. 

The procession moved around the barracks and then 
stopped at the grave, Here an ex-high school principal 
delivered himself of a fitting ceremony in honor of Sol. 
After the coffin was lowered into the grave a volley 
from unloaded rifles was fired. The bugler blew taps 
and then Sol’s coffin was covered with earth as the 
300 cadets stood with bowed uncovered heads. Such 
was the affection of rough soldiers for their loyal dog.

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A NATION FIRMLY FOUNDED ON FAITH

N THE course of the cold war being waged against 

us by a system of ruthless atheism opposed to all 
religion, we must not lose sight of a basic distinction. 
The most real and vital difference between our free in- 
stitutions and those of the Communist slave states of 
Russia and Red China and their satellite states, is the 
fact that our Government is based upon the religious 
faith of those who helped establish it and of those who 
now strive to maintain it. 

That these United States may be said to have been 
founded upon faith, as a Christian nation under God, 
is obvious from a study of our history and of the 
ideals of the early settlers and of our founding fathers. 

The early discoverers of America sailed under the 
flags of Christian powers of Europe. Until the es- 
tablishment of British control in our country, the 
struggle for supremacy in the new land involved two 
other Christian nations, France and Spain. 

In the early 17th century when settlers from Eng- 
land established the permanent colonies from which 
our nation has developed, it was the search for a place 
of freedom for religious worship which gave a suc- 
cessful motivation to the colonists, 

What other than faith in a merciful Providence, for 
example, could have sustained the Puritans in their 
successful struggle against severe privations and hos- 
tile natives? In his book, THE PURITAN MIND, 
Herbert W. Schneider has speculated that without 
such a faith the Puritans would have been unable to 
make themselves secure against physical danger and 
“to lay the foundations of government, education, 
thought and literature which, though provincial, yet 
far outshone the achievements of any other colony 
and made New England the intellectual leaders of 
the nation.” 

It is significant that among the earliest books print- 
ed in the colonies in the 17th century were the New 
Testament in 1661, and the Old Testament two years 
later, on the Cambridge Press in Massachusetts. Both 
were printed for use in missionary work among the 
Indians. 

The strength and devotion of the Puritan leaders 
had its counterpart in the faith of such great founders 
of our nation as Washington, Franklin and others. 
The refrain of faith in the living God runs like a 
thread of inspiration through the most exalted words 
of our national leaders from Revolutionary days to 
the present. 

In the letters and addresses of Washington, for ex- 
ample, we find frequent reference to his dedication to 
what he called “the Divine Being, in Whose hands are 
all human events.” In a circular letter to the head of 
each state on June 8, 1783, Washington wrote: “I now 
make it my earnest prayer, that God would have you 
and the State over which you preside, in His holy 
protection ... to dispose us all, to do Justice, to love 
mercy, and to demean ourselves with the Charity, hu- 
mility and pacific temper of mind, which were the 
Characteristicks of the Divine Author of our blessed 
Religion ...” These words from our most notable 
military leader! 


On April 30, 1789, Washington delivered the First 


A Nation Which Has Not a Tradition of Faith in the 
Supreme Deity is Like the House Built Upon Sands, 
To Be Destroyed by Storms 


Inaugural Address, notable for its appeal to “that 
Almighty Being who rules over the universe .. . that 
His benediction may consecrate to the liberties and 
happiness of the people of the United States a gov- 
ernment instituted by themselves... ” 

Washington’s disposition to prayer is also evidenced 
in the story of Potts, a Quaker who chanced upon 
Washington when he was engaged in prayer in the 
woods near Valley Forge. This story appears in early 
accounts of the Life of Washington by Parson (Mason 
Locke) Weems. 

In his farewell message on leaving public life, Wash- 
ington left us this admonition: “Of all the dispositions 
and habits, which lead to political prosperity, Religion

and morality are indispensable supports ... reason 
and experience both forbid us to expect, that national 
morality can prevail in exclusion of religious principle.” 

Benjamin Franklin was a man of similar religious 
devotion. Abigail Adams, wife of John Adams, our 
second President, described her impressions of Frank- 
lin in a letter to her husband, who was then attending 
the Constitutional Convention in Philadelphia in July, 


1776. “He was grave, yet pleasant and affable,” she 
wrote, “I thought I could read in his countenance the 


virtues of his heart—among which patriotism shone in 
full lustre and with that is blended every virtue of a 
Christian, for a true patriot must be a religious man.” 

That Franklin was in fact a religious man may be 
noted from his own statements in his Autobiography 
that he believed in the Deity that made the world and 
governed it by His Providence, and that he believed 
in the immortality of the soul. 

The same religious ideals are reflected in the words 
of Thomas Jetferson, which we may see engraved in 
the memorial to him erected in our nation’s capital. 
In one of his personal letters in 1800 he wrote: “I 
have sworn upon the altar of God, eternal hostility 
against every form of tyranny over the mind of man.” 
Thus did this oft-misunderstood champion of local 
government express his reverence for the Almighty. 

Authorship of the Declaration of Independence is 
credited largely to Jefferson. In the Declaration it is 
set forth that all men are created equal and that they 
are endowed by their creator with certain unalienable 
rights (italics supplied). 
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In a later day, the words of Abraham Lincoln re- 
peat the note of reverence, even prayer, in his farewell 
to his friends one rainy day in Springfield, on leaving 
to assume the burdens of the Presidency. “I now 
leave.” he said, “not knowing when or whether ever I 
may return, with a task before me greater than that 
which rested upon Washington. Without the assist- 
ance of that Divine Being who ever attended him, | 
cannot succeed, With that assistance I cannot fail.” 

And in his Gettysburg Address, Lincoln expressed 
that prayerful hope “That this nation, under God, may 
have a new birth of freedom.” Lincoln in his First 
Inaugural Address emphasized “Intelligence, patriot- 
ism, Christianity, and a firm reliance upon Him who 
has never yet forsaken this favored land.” 

Our traditional disposition to prayer is reflected in 
the words of our “unofficial National Anthem,” Amer- 
ica: “Our Fathers’ God, to Thee, Author of Liberty, 
To Thee we sing.” It is noteworthy that these words 
were written by a clergyman, Samuel Francis Smith. 

Our recognition of the supremacy of the Almighty 
in our affairs is shown in our Pledges of Allegiance to 
the Flag, which includes the words, “One nation under 
God, indivisible, with liberty and justice for all.” 


In our daily business transactions, the very coins 
ive imprinted with the words “In God We 


we ise 
Trust.” 

Such examples as these may be multiplied many 
times over. They serve to illustrate the significant 
und basic adherence of our nation to the faith of our 
fathers faith rooted in the traditions derived from 
the Old and New Testaments of the Bible. 

No wonder, then. that even further evidence of our 
national religious heritage may be found in the num 
ber of place names in the United States which have 
heen derived from Biblical sources. 

Most of us have noted the frequency with which 
Biblical place names have been used in our country. 
But how many could name the place in the Bible most 
frequently commemorated in the United States? The 
answer, significant of our peace-loving nature, Com- 
munist propaganda to the contrary notwithstanding, 
is Salem Derived from the Hebrew word for peace, 
Salem occurs as a place name in twenty-four states, 
according to a recent edition of the U. S. Postal Guide. 

To select the next most popular place name which 
we took from the Bible, we went right back to the 
beginning of things. Towns in sixteen states were 
proudly named Eden, after the garden spot of man’s 
origin, 

Next in order of frequency are Bethel and Sharon, 
each of which occurs as a place name in fourteen 
Bethel, an ancient l’alestinian town, was one 
of the places, we are told in the Bible, where Abraham 
in his wanderings paused to raise up an altar to God. 
The well-known flower, Rose of Sharon, was named 
after the fertile plain of Sharon, which is situated 
in Palestine between the hills of Samaria and the 
Mediterranean seacoast. 

We are all familiar with the old-fashioned exclama- 
tion, “Land o’ Goshen!”

Goshen is one of the next 
most popular place names borrowed from the Bible. 
Goshen and Hebron appear as place names in thirteen 
states each. Goshen, of course, was the name for the 
area of Egypt in which the Israelites toiled before 
their deliverance from bondage by Moses. 

Hebron, one of the oldest places mentioned in the 
Bible, is the traditional site of the tomb of Abraham 
and Sarah, now marked by a Mohammedan mosque. 
Hebron is also the burial place of Isaac, son of Abra- 
ham and Sarah. The Bible records that Isaae died

here at the age of 180, after having lived a great part 
of his life at Hebron. 

The most important river noted in the Bible, and one 
of the most famous in the world is, of course, the 
Jordan, The children of Israel crossed over Jordan 
to take the promised land of Canaan, leaving behind, 
by God's order, their leader Moses. In the waters of 
Jordan, near what is now called Makhadat Hajla, 
Jesus was baptized by John the Baptist, according to 
Biblical tradition. Jordan is the name of six towns 
in the United States. 

Many other well known place names from the Old 
Testament are in use in our country. Shiloh, the an 
clent sanctuary of the Ark of the Covenant. has been 
commemorated in naming six towns. At Shiloh, Ten 
nessee, was fought an important and bloody battle of 
the Civil War 
down at the blast of Joshua’s trumpets, occurs as a 
place name in four states.

Towns we connect primarily with the New Testa 
ment have also come in for a share of attention. Re 
lating to the birth, boyhood and martyrdom of Jesus, 
we find the name Bethlehem in seven states, Nazareth 
in five, and Jerusalem in two (Arkansas and Ohio) 
Bethany, another popular place name taken from the 
area of the ministry of Jesus, occurs in seven states. 

iblical names of places are more prevalent in the 
region of the thirteen original states and those which 
were earliest settled around them. A partial listing 
of such names in Kentucky, for example, includes 
Bethel, Bethesda, Gethsemane, Dan, Ekron, Jabez, 
Jeptha, Lebanon, Samaria, and Salem. 

To return to one of our most revered historica] doe 
uments, the Declaration of Independence, its closing 
sentence bespeaks a “firm reliance on the protection of 
Divine Providence.”

F.B.1. Charges Widespread

Communists have no intention of letting up on their 
Widespread espionage activities, J. Edgar Hoover, 
director of the Federal Bureau of Investigation, told 
the Appropriations Committee of the House of Repre- 
sentatives recently. 

He said, “Despite the Soviet Russian peace front, 
the activities of the Communist-bloc intelligence serv- 
ices have continued down to the present time. Eval- 
uation of investigative developments during the past 
vear has shown that the current Red leadership has no 
intention of relaxing its efforts, and that the increas 
ing pressure of foreign-directed espionage networks 
will continue indefinitely. Our investigative counter 
measures have also provided us with a means of es- 
timating the degree of Soviet-satellite intelligence ac 
tivities being conducted in the United States under 
the guise of diplomatic status.” 

As to the current activities of the Reds in the United 
States, Director Hoover told the committee: “The 
energy and major resources of the Communist Party 
leadership are currently directed toward the goal of 
regaining lost membership, broadening its united front 
activities, furthering its subversive campaign by re- 
vitalizing the Communist movement among all seg 
ments of society, maintaining closer liaison with Com 
munist Parties in Latin American countries, repealing

legislation designed to protect America’s internal 
security and redirecting the United States’ no-trade, 
no-recognition policy toward China. 

“Our investigations clearly show that the activities 
of the Communist Party, U.S.A., are aimed at pene- 
trating every conceivable phase of cultural and indus- 
trial institutions for the purpose of creating and main- 
taining in readiness the most devastating fifth column 
the world has ever known. 

“Communist activity in the labor tield is now con 
centrated on uniting labor against the employer, and 
the formation of a broad coalition of labor, farmers, 
and Negroes. Communist Party rank-and-tile mem- 
bers charge that the current congressional and State 
inquiries directed against labor racketeers are merely 
a plot to break up labor unions by powerful reactionary 
politicians — rather than for the purpose of protecting 
union members. 

“The Negro situation is also being exploited fully 
and continnously by Communists on a national scale. 
Current programs include intensified attempts to infil- 
trate Negro mass organizations. The party’s objec: 
tives are not to aid the Negroes — but are designed 
to take advantage of all controversial issues on the 
racial question so as to create unrest, dissension, and 
confusion in the minds of the American people.” 


Industrial Encroaches On 
Craft Unions 


A jurisdictional battle is on between Unions in the 
electrical industries. The fight involves the Carey 
Union, industrial, (formerly ClO), and the craft un- 
ions of the AFL, Carey’s union now belongs to the 
industrial group of the AFL and has been accused of 
“raiding” the jurisdiction of the craft unions. The 
AFL-CIO executive committee ordered Carey to with- 
draw his union from a dispute at the Belock Instru- 
ment Corp., plant on Long Island. Carey made it plain 
le had no intention of giving in to the mandate. 

Seven New York City hospitals have been paralyzed 
for weeks by a strike by a local of the Retail Drug 
Employees Union because they refuse to recognize the 
union as the sole bargaining agent of non-professional 
employes. As the result of a ruling of the New York 
State Supreme Court, Leon J. Davis, president of the 
union, was arrested and held guilty of contempt for 
defying an injunction that ordered a halt of the strike 
at the Brooklyn Jewish Hospital. He was fined $250 
and sentenced to 15 days in jail. A similar penalty 
was put on George Goodman, mastermind of the city- 
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wide strike and business agent for the union. 

M. L. Jackson, president of a local of the Textile 
Workers Union at Henderson, N. C., where violence 
has featured a strike against a cotton mill, has been 
sent to jail for five days and fined $500 for strike 
violence. Seven members of the Textile Workers Un- 
ion have been charged with conspiring to blow up a 
sub-station transformer near the Henderson Mill. 
They are Boyd Payton, a director of the union in the 
Carolinas; Lawrence Gore, an organizer; Charles 
Auslander, a union official; and Warren Walker, Cal- 
vin Ray Pegram, Robert E. Abbott and Malcolm Jar- 
rell, The last four named were nabbed by agents of 
the State Bureau of Investigation as they met to 
carry out the dynamite plot, police said. 


Arkansas Issue Before 
Senate Committee 


The National Association for the Advancement of 
Colored People is branded as a captive organization 
in the Communist conspiracy, and racial unrest in 
Arkansas is placed on the doorstep of the Communist 
Party in testimony before a United States Senate Ju- 
diciary Subcommittee by Attorney General Bruce 
Bennett of Arkansas. He said his state’s legislative 
committee on education “is convinced racial unrest 
in Arkansas was deliberately planned by the Commu- 
nist Party.” 

“The record reflects,” he said, “that for a number 
of years an almost incredible number of Communists, 
fellow travelers, dupes and 
who make a career out of being duped, have flitted in 
and out of Arkansas, and while here, they sowed the 
seeds of dissension and discord.” 

“We find it noteworthy that organizations, infil- 
trated with Communists and pro-Communists, have 
actively supported racial unrest in Arkansas, They 
tried, and were successful, in making Little Rock a 
world-wide incident,” he added. 

Revealing the findings of the Arkansas Special Edu- 
cation Committee, Mr. Bennett said, “It is the con- 
clusion of this Committee that from the evidence pre- 
sented before it, and from the findings of fact which 
this Committee has made, that subversion was present 
in the racial unrest in our state.” 

Bennett added: “The NAACP has been found to be 

captive of the Communist conspiracy by a Special 
Education Committee of the Arkansas House of Repre- 
sentatives.”

Prominent Book Publishers 
Take In Leftist 


Angus Cameron has been named editor of Alfred 
A. Knopf, Ine., big book-publishing and distributing 
house in New York and publishers of Alger Hiss’ alibi 
book, and the question is appropriately asked whether 
he has “taken the pledge.” Cameron joined Communist 
Albert E. Kahn in publishing a pro-Communist book 
called “The Judgment of Julius and Ethel Rosenberg.” 
They also published the works of turncoat Harvey 
Matusow entitled “False Witness.” They have also 
been linked with the Liberty Book Club which is an 
alleged Communist-front operated by Carl Marzani, 
former New Dealer, who was once convicted and 
jailed for lying about his Communist affiliations. 
Cameron’s name has appeared as a contributor to 
“Masses and Main Stream,” a Communist journal, 
and his name has been linked with many organizations 
tied in with the Communist movement. Cameron was 
originally with Little, Brown & Co. of Boston. He 
took advantage of the Fifth Amendment when mem- 
bers of a Congressional committee interrogated him 
about his alleged Communist affiliations. 


Red Cell At Hunter College 


The operation of a Communist cell at Hunter Col- 
lege has been related to a trial committee of New York 
City’s Board of Higher Education by a witness who 
has already been dismissed from the school system 
hecause of his failure to cooperate in a previous in- 
vestigation. 

The witness is Dr. Charles W. Hughes, an associate 
professor of music, Appearing before the committee in 
1954, he admitted that he had been a member of the 
Communist Party between 1938 and 1941, but he re- 
fused to name other members of the college cell. Nei- 
ther would he then tell about the operation of the 
Hunter College Communist unit. As the result of his 
defiance he was dismissed in 1954, but the dismissal 
was set aside and the case was referred to the Board 
of Edueation for further action. 

Dr. James E. Allen, Jr., Commissioner of Education 
for New York, ruled that Dr. Hughes did not have to 
give names of his Communist associates, but that he 
should answer other questions that had been put to 
him. At the re-hearing Dr. Hughes testified there 
were eleven members in the Hunter College Commu- 
nist cell. He said that Communist meetings of the 
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unit were attended by from 6 to 8 persons and that 8 
members of the unit were faculty members and 3 held 
other jobs on the college campus. He said that of the 
11 persons, one is still employed by Hunter College. 
Although not identified, it was revealed that this per- 
son has been cleared by an inquiry board which is 
convinced that the individual has quit the Communist 
Party in good faith, 


Nuclear Scientist to Red Germany 


Klaus Emil Julius Fuchs, the Dr. Jekyll and Mr. 
Hyde of nuclear scientists, whose greatest feat of es- 
pionage was to tell the Russians how we and England 
had perfected the atom bomb, has lost no time skip- 
ping behind the Iron Curtain once he stepped out of 
a British prison where he had spent nine and a half 
years of a fourteen year sentence for espionage. 

Communists of East Germany immediately granted 
Fuchs citizenship and assigned him to a job teaching 
mathematics at Leipzig University. Although concern 
was felt in some circles that he might further benefit 
the Kremlin by his knowledge gained working for 
the British nuclear agencies, the threat has been min- 
imized by the British who claim that they have made 
such great strides in the nuclear field in the nine years 
Fuchs has been imprisoned and away from direct ac- 
cess to these more recent developments that his knowl- 
edge of present day nuclear studies is nil. 

Fuchs was born in Frankfurt, became a Communist 
in 1932, fled to France the following year, after Hitler 
had come into power, and then escaped to England. 
He was interned by the British in 1940, and sent to 
Canada, However, within the next two years his 
knowledge and abilities in the field of science won 
him favor and he was permitted to become a natural- 
ized citizen of Great Britain in 1942, He was imme- 
diately assigned to the British atomic research pro- 
gram and as an agent of an ally of the United States 
was permitted access to our atomic secrets. 

By 1950 secret agents of the British government had 
sufficient evidence to close in on Fuchs, and he was 
charged with violating the official secrets act, and 
accused of passing secret information on atomic 
research to “a potential enemy,” Russia. In Fuchs’ 
confession he confirmed he had passed secrets to the 
Communists. He claimed he received no money, but 
acted as an expression of his faith in Marxism, and 
belief in the Kremlin’s future as the world power. 


Supreme Court Upsets 
Convictions Of Reds 


On iis decision day one week prior to adjournment, 
the U. 8. Supreme Court tossed out the contempt con- 
viction of three Ohio residents who had been given 
$500 fines for their defiance of the Ohio Commission 
on Un-American Activities. Those freed by the high 
court are Talmadge Raley, Emmett Calvin Brown 
and Anna H. Morgan. In addition to a fine, the two 
men had been sentenced to ten days in jail. 

A fourth defendant, Joseph Stern, didn’t fare so 
well, in that the Supreme Court upheld the conviction 
in a tie vote of the court. 

In the case of the trio, the court held that they 
had been entrapped when the chairman of the Ohio 
Commission told them they had a right to rely on a 
state constitutional privilege against self-incrimina- 
tion. When they appealed to the Ohio Supreme Court, 
that court held they had presumably known that the 
state’s immunity law deprived them of the protection 
of the privilege. The U. 8S. Supreme court held, that

Russia 
meantime is also discounting our exhibit at its International

While Communist Russia has been permitted free sway

First, Russia refused to permit our food and other dis- 
tributors to hand out free samples of our products on ex- 
hibit to the people, resulting in the Russians seeing them, 
having to purchase the samples or to take them as sou- 
venirs on their own initiative, thus limiting the test by 
taste method. They scorned the American books on ex- 
hibit, and forced us to withdraw some 100 volumes from the 
exhibit. They withheld hot water from the American ex- 
hibit until almost opening hour, thereby preventing any 
preopening tests where water was needed, and withheld 
interpreters to the erectors of the exhibits until the day 
before opening, thereby handicapping and delaying con- 
struction where Russian help was used. They attempted 
to halt the scheduled broadcasts of CBS from the exhibition 
halls for the opening, but pressure overcame this at the last 
moment, The Communist organs then opened up wide- 
spread ridicule of the various American exhibits and of the 
items on exhibit, claiming they were “untruths” and 
dreams of human exploiters. 


In other words, any deal with Russia is a one-way 
street. One cannot, in fact, deal with them on an even 
basis.

Is Cuba The Kremlin's 
Western Front? 


Fidel Castro, premier of Cuba’s new revolutionary 
administration, is accused of being the “chief Com- 
munist in Cuba” and “a member of the International 
Communist” conspiracy by Major Pedro Luis Diaz 
Lanz, in a recent personal appearance before the Seu- 
ate Internal Security Committee in Washington, D. C. 

Diaz is a defector from the Castro regime, having 
been former chief of the revolutionary air force. Diaz 
and his wife and a third defector recently arrived in 
Florida by small boat after having been discharged 
by Castro as head of the air force. His ouster came 
after he had issued a statement denouncing Commu 
nist infiltration of the Cuban armed forces, Diaz has 
been in the custody of the U. 8S. Immigration and Nat- 
uralization Service since his arrival here. 

Diaz’s appearance before the Senate Committee was 
temporarily interrupted late in July by a telephone 
call, reportedly received from the FBI, to the effect 
that an attempt would be made to injure the witness 
during the U. S. Senate hearing. Senator Eastland 
ordered the Committee room temporarily vacated and 
members of an Army bomb squad searched the room, 
but found no evidence of a bomb. 

Diaz testified that a number of leaders in Castro's 
new government are Communists, and he included 
among them Raul Castro, the premier’s brother and

chief of the Cuban armed forces, When he was asked 
if Raul was “the strongest Communist in the Cuban 
Government,” Diaz replied, “I think it is Fidel him- 
self. I am completely sure he is a Communist.” He 
charged that Castro “has given the Communists indi- 
rect control of the government.” He said that Premier 
Castro is set on giving Cuba “a system like Russia has” 
and he cited his seizure of property and the order clos- 
ing all of the private banks in Cuba as examples. 

He further testified that Communist indoctrination 
schools have been set up in the armed forces with the 
full knowledge and consent of the Castro brothers. 

Having waged a purge of those who opposed his 
revolution, Castro is now chopping off heads within 
his own regime, In addition to Major Diaz he has 
kicked out Aldo Vera, the head of his bureau of in- 
vestigation, and ordered the wholesale disarming and 
arrest of all of the officers serving under Vera in that 
bureau. More recently he ousted President Manuel 
Urrutia Lleo who allegedly denounced Communist en- 
croachments in Cuba. 

Further evidence of the new strength of Commu- 
nists in Cuba comes in the announcement that the 
Communists will establish a daily Chinese language 
newspaper in Havana in the near future. The an- 
nouncement of this move was made by the new China 
Democratie Alliance which is a Chinese Communist 
organization. At the present time a delegation of 
young Chinese Communists is visiting Havana. The 
Chinese paper will take over a former Communist 
paper once published at Santiago. This paper was 
banned during the Batista administration. There are 
already three Chinese-language newspapers published 
in Havana. Among Fidel Castro’s first acts following 
the seizure of the government was to legalize the 
Communist Party which had been outlawed by the 
Batista regime overthrown by the Castros. 

The United Nations has been notified by the Do- 
minican Republic that Soviet guerrilla experts are 
training 3000 draftees in Cuba for subversive use 
against Caribbean area countries. This was disclosed 
in a note addressed to Secretary General Dag Ham- 
marskjold. The note urged the United Nations to 
make an investigation, 

Since Castro has come into political power in Cuba, 
Red revolutionaries have formed armed revolutionary 
groups which have invaded the Panama Canal, the 
Dominican Republic, and has threatened Guatemala, 
Brazil and other countries to our south, 
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Like in Russia, Red China and Iron and Bamboo 
countries, the President and other officials are but 
window dressing and the Premier is the sole power. 
Fidel, as Premier, was therefore like Khrushchev of 
Moscow, enabled to oust President Urrutia without 
obtaining the consent of the people. He is able to dis- 
charge and appoint the heads of the armed forces, and 
all members of the cabinet. He makes the laws, car- 
ries them out. His hatchet man, Herman Marks, is an 
ex-convict from Visconsin, whom Castro recently pro- 
moted to an eve’ ™ore important post in his govern- 
ment. He has ex. ated 59 Castro “enemies.” 


Treason Che:ges Of 
Trio Dismissed 


Three Americans accused of treason by spreading 
false propaganda in the Far East to the effect that 
the U. S. military forces were engaged in germ war- 
fare in Korea, have been freed by action of a U. 8. 
Commissioner in San Francisco. They are John W. 
Powell and his wife Sylvia of San Francisco, and 
Julian Schuman of New York. The three of them 
published a magazine known as The China Vonthly 
Review in Shanghai, They are still under indictment 
for sedition. 

The Powells and Schuman were indicted in April, 
1956, on the sedition charge and those proceedings 
ended in a mistrial, At that time the trial judge in- 
dicated that the Government had made a “prima facie” 
showing of treason. Publication of his observation 
from the bench, even though the jury was absent, 
‘aused him to declare a mistrial. 

The complaint against the trio grew out of publica- 
tion of stories in their magazine spreading the Krem- 
lin lie that the United States was using germ warfare 
in Korea. 


Propaganda Is Powerful Instrument 


Communists are taking legal means to force their 
propaganda onto Americans. Richard G. Stolt, head 
of the International Film Publications Co. of Mon- 
treal, has sued the New York City postmaster for 
$100,000, because that officer refused to deliver copies 
of a book entitled “The Western Economy and Its 
Future as Seen by Soviet Economists.” 

Robert K. Christenberry, New York City postmaster, 
refused to accept the book for delivery on the grounds 
iat the persons to whom it was addressed had not 
indicated they had ordered the publication. His ac- 
tion was taken at the request of the Customs officials 
in implementing an opinion of the Attorney General, 
The Postmaster acted under the Foreign Agents Regis- 
tration Act. 

The Citizens Planning Association, a private group 
in Westport, Conn., interested in civic problems, has 
released a report declaring that American elementary 
and high school students are getting too much “Pab- 
lum,” and not enough food for serious thought in their 
American history courses, They charge that this 
weakness in our history teaching leaves American 
school children at a serious disadvantage in defending 
the merits of the Republican political system of gov- 
ernment. The report pointed out that American sol- 
diers captured in the Korean war often showed a 
“singular inability” to withstand Communist propa- 
ganda. It added, “When a Communist captor begins 
taxing the American youngster with imperfections in 
our system, the lovely chrome is smashed and sud- 
denly all the American system seems sordid, weak and 
all our history seems a myth. This is nonsense, of

course, for with all its shortcomings, republicanism is 
far superior.” 

The report advocates that the term “social studies,” 
be dropped altogether in American schools and that 
greater emphasis be placed on the term “history.” 

Another example of the cleverness of the Reds in 
ensnaring innocent Americans has just come to light. 
David Hollander, a 15-year-old student at the Mar- 
tinsville, Va., high school, being of an inquisitive mind, 
wrote Radio Moscow asking, “How do you think the 
world will benefit from the Geneva conference?” 

Did Moscow give him a direct answer? No, sir. It 
had to set the stage first. David received a cable tell- 
ing him the answer would be given over the Moscow 
short-wave radio. Naturally all David’s friends were 
interested and all available short-wave sets were dug 
out and put to work, thus building up an audience 
for Moscow brainwashers. The Moscow broadcaster 
accused the West of taking a negative approach to 
the problem.

— Harry Gold — became a prime suspect. The Bureau 
exhibited Gold’s picture to Fuchs. He looked at it 
and declared that Gold was not his American contact. 

When FBI agents displayed Fuchs’ photograph to 
Gold, he recognized it but only — he said — because he 
had seen it in the newspapers following Fuchs’ arrest. 
He didn’t know Fuchs. And, when asked about his 
travels, he declared he had never been west of the 
Mississippi River. 

Still the FBI persisted in questioning him. And, in 
an effort to prove his innocence, Gold took a dramatic 
and ill-considered step. He gave his written consent 
for the Bureau agents to search his home. 

The search was a thorough one. Yet, for every item 
which it produced that might be significant, Gold gave 
a plausible explanation. And despite the Bureau’s 
best efforts, the results of the questioning were dis- 
couraging. 

Then an agent located in a bookcase at Gold’s home 
an object which appeared to be wholly insignificant. 
It was an ordinary map of Santa Fe. A pencil-marked 
route led to the Castillo Street Bridge. 

Something clicked in the agent’s mind. “How about 
this?” he asked Gold. “You said you had never been 
west of the Mississippi River.” 

Gold simply sat motionless. He did not say a word. 
A strange pallor spread over his flabby face. A deathly 
fear. 

“Would you like to tell the truth, Mr. Gold?” 

Gold simply sat motionless. He did not sap a word. 
He glanced again at the damning map, then at the 
FBI agent, and his eyes fell. 

“All right,” he sighed. “Dll talk.” It was a new 
tone, one of resignation, almost relief. 

“T—I am the man Klaus Fuchs gave his informa- 
tion to,’ Harry Gold began. And the amazing story 
he had suppressed for years began to burst from his 
quivering lips. 

Both he and Fuchs drew prison terms for their 
crimes which did the United States incalculable harm 
—damage so serious that it still could be disastrous. 

Fuchs, recently freed from prison in Great Britain, 
rushed to Red Germany and accepted a university fac- 
ulty post opened to him by the Communist government. 

These, then, are the sidelights on a few of the army 
of spies attempting to wreck our institutions, steal our 
most potent secrets, and subvert our citizens, 

With diabolical cleverness these agents of destruc- 
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tion enmesh their prey in a net of circumstances, block 
avenue after avenue of escape until they hold the un- 
willing conspirator at their mercy. 

And spies have no mercy. , 

Perhaps this phase of the conflict between totali- 
tarianism and freedom is more potent than the atom 
bomb. The bomb can destroy only property and life, 
but spies can transform loyal Americans into traitors. 

“What.” you ask, “can I, an ordinary citizen, do to 
attack this deadly enemy?” : 

Your first step is to learn that spies are not furtive 
“cloak-and-dagger” men and devastating Mata Haris 
operating only in dim alleys at midnight or cutting 
into secret-packed vaults. 

Instead, they generally perform their nefarious 
deeds in the full light of day as routine activities. 
They appear as harmless as your next door neighbor. 
Innocence is their trade mark as they recruit traitors, 
blackmail decent people into espionage, and scheme 
the enslavement of our country. 

“How can this be possible?” you ask. 

Very simply. masters of intrigue work 
through others men and women who are above sus- 
picion yet have access in their day-to-day activities t 
the data which the spies seek. This could include you. 

And finally, make no mistake about these facts: 
Hundreds of spies are active in the United States to- 
dav. some 3400 are known to be active in our defense 
industries, Unrelenting, schooled in intrigue, and 
fanatically devoted to Communism, they are dete! 
mined to obliterate the American Way of Life. 

You should report to the FBI every iota of valid in 
formation you obtain regarding espionage, Exposure, 
your most potent counter-weapon, is the cobalt bomb 
against espionage. Use it continually against Amer- 
ica’s most vicious menace, the Communist spy. 
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dent who might have successfully encouraged a third 
term had he so desired it. Commencing with a rela- 
tively short unexpired term resulting from the death 
of President Harding, he could have argued that in 
effect he did not have in substance two terms of office. 
However, his faith and belief in the integrity of the 
two-term tradition dominated his convictions, and at 
an early time he took himself out of further considera- 
tion by choosing not “to run for President in 1928.” 

Twelve years later the critical third term issue was 
again presented to the American people. History re- 
counts that at all times when traditions are sought to 
be nullified or constitutional principles negated and 
the powers of Government enhanced, the prelude to 
such subversion is always under the color, pretense or 
subterfuge of indispensability, emergency, or crisis, 
and always correlated with the delusive assertions by 
the sycophant in power that he does not actually de- 
sire such added prerogative or jurisdiction but that 
public crisis requires and the public welfare demands 
the seizure or absorption of such powers, 

The classic illustration of these deducements his- 
torically is to be found in the caleulating corruption 
and political misrepresentation and deception of 
Julius Caesar and his heir Octavian, Arising during 
the declining and withering days of the great Roman 
Republic, Caesar, flushed with the victory of Munda 
(45 B.C.) and claiming to be the “Champion of the 
people,” was decreed by the Roman Senate a perpetual 
dictator, His murder subsequently was probably a 
last despairing act of the dying Republic. Octavian 
was his heir. Shrewdly and faithlessly he ordered the 
Senate re-established and purported to reinstate the 
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Republic, striking off coins in laudation of the event. 
Then in a collusive and deceitful speech to the Senate 
he stated, “And now I give back the Republic into 
your keeping. The laws, the troops, the treasury, the 
provinces are all restored to you. May you guard 
them worthily.” The response of the credulous but 
deluded and beguiled Roman Senate was decisive 
and convincing. It responded by crowning him with 
oak leaves and naming him Augustus. Thus he com- 
menced a reign of more than 40 years and when he 
died the last vestiges of Republican Government and 
principles were entombed with him. Rome was then 
succeeded by a Emperors and Dynasties 
reaching into the hundreds of years and until the tinal 
decay and dissolution of the State. 

What Theodore Roosevelt could not accomplish in 
1912 his nephew did accomplish 30 years later. Frank- 
lin 1). Roosevelt was not only nominated and elected 
for the third term but for the fourth as well, And in 
those ambitions subterfuge and deceit were used to 
blind the American public. This hoax was to be ac- 
complished under the subterfuge or mask of a “draft 
Roosevelt” stratagem and the “draft” movement was 
in turn to be predicated upon necessity, to wit, crisis 
and indispensability, Fortunate for Roosevelt during 
this formative period (1939-1940) Europe was thrown 
into the holocaust of a second World War with Hit- 
ler’s invasion of Poland on September 1, 1939. This 
European crisis decidedly crystallized the presidential 
issue and greatly intensified the alleged third term 
necessity. By this time the movement was being ac- 
tively advocated and “sounded out” by Frank Hogan 
of New Jersey, Ed Kelley of Chicago, and somewhat 
later by Harry Hopkins, Harold Ickes, Attorney Gen 
eral Jackson and Senator Joe Guffey. At the time 
of the Convention the forced draft of Roosevelt fooled 
no one, The nomination turned out to be pretty much 
of an extravaganza and burlesque with the distribu 
tion of lond speakers demanding Roosevelt’s nomina 
tion, duplicate and false standards of states and choice 
potations; that Roosevelt was thereafter re-elected is 
a matter of history, but not before he made every et 
fort to obtain an uncontested election through the 
appointment of Republicans Stimson and Knox, See- 
retaries of War and Navy, and the attempted appoint- 
ment ot former Landon to the cabinet. 
These appointments were made just before the assem 
bling of the Republican National Convention and the 
purpose was to stultify and negate any Republican 
action. 

At the time of renomination of Roosevelt for the 
fourth term in 1944 the matter was never allowed to 
be out-of-hand. First, however, to give the matter 
the appearance again of the “draft,” Roosevelt wrote 
to Chairman Hannegan, stating that he did not wish 
to run but “if the people command me to continue in 
this office I have as little right to withdraw as the 
soldier has to leave his place in the line.” However, 
there was no incertitude allowed on the question of 
his being mandated to run. The delegates were all 
well oriented and prepared to decree the ultimatum. 
The nomination and subsequent election were admitted 
conclusions and so for the first time in United States 
history a President was elected to serve for 16 con- 
secutive years, thus giving the peopie their first taste 
of “elective monarchy.” 

It was the result of those two extra terms that on 
final and sober analysis prompted the denouement of 
American uncertainty and educed the introduction 
of the 22nd Amendment to the United States Consti- 
tution. And it was the final concurring action of the 
House that on March 21, 1947, permitted this much-

needed amendment to go to the State Legislators for 
ratification. Its pertinent provisions provide that: 
“No person shall be elected to the office of the Presi- 
dent more than twice, and no person who has held 
the office of President, or acted as President for more 
than two years of a term to which some other person 
was elected President, shall be elected to the office of 
the President more than once...” This amendment 
Was ratified February 26, 1951. 

At the time of its debate in the Senate, the cardinal 
question was well posed by Senator Revercomb, who 
demanded a definite limit on the presidential tenure, 
contending that we should have a “safeguard and bul- 
wark against a possible seizure of executive direction 
in this great country of ours.” And in concluding 
that the inherent powers of the executive office are 
bevond the check of Congress, stated that such powers 
can be “mushroomed fast or gradually grown until 
the strength of thorough despotism may be in the 
hands of one man.” 

The adoption of this amendment would seem to for- 
ever put this matter at rest. However, within the last 
four vears there has been building up aggressive, cur- 
rent thought, directed to the outright repeal of the 
22nd Amendment. This movement has the basic sup- 
port of those individuals who, under the guise of “lib- 
erals” actually are proponents of a potent and tren- 
chant centralized government with inherent powers; 
although there are many citizens who are sincere in 
their advocacy of its repeal and yet constitutionally 
minded, That the movement has powerful sustain- 
ments is evidenced by the fact that the matter of re- 
peal is now under consideration by a House judiciary 
subcommittee and has the unqualified support of for 
mer President Truman, President Eisenhower and 
House Speaker Sam Rayburn. Such endorsements 
attest to the strong factions favoring its repeal. 

The Constitution shows clearly that it was the in- 
tention of its authors and the confirming State Con- 
ventions to vest in the president vast executive powers 
with the right to exercise these great prerogatives in 
dependent, to a certain extent, from the control of 
Congress, and independent entirely, in other respects, 
from any direction of Congress, thus certain preroga 
tives and powers delegated to the executive are in no 
wise dependent upon any sanction or legislation by 
Congress for their validity or exercise, and the na- 
tional Legislature cannot by any law enlarge or sup- 
press these presidential prerogatives. 

However, this fact is certain. Despite the fact that 
constitutionally we claim to be a Republic, we are, 
nevertheless, with respect to the powers conferred upon 
the President, monarchial. Thus it is that when the 
presidency becomes personalized and impressed with a 
chronic state of crisis, whether economic or war, this 
delegation of executive powers becomes exceedingly 
dangerous and the injunction upon the third term of 
office becomes vitally important if we are to maintain 
limited government and an elective presidency based 
on an open bona fide and competitive foundation. 
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which uses our military equipment in a costly Algerian 
war and West Germany with one of the world’s largest 
gold reserves, should carry the load of their own mili- 
tary expenses without further contributions from the 
overloaded American taxpayer. Our willingness to 
assume a heavy defense role in Western Europe has 
encouraged our allies to rearm reluctantly. The time 
has come to let them know we do not intend to gar- 


rison Europe forever. Their populations— 50% larg- 
er than those of U.S., must provide replacements for 
American troops. 

The Development Loan Fund makes possible loans 
for projects in all parts of the world that would not be 
eligible under the strict banking requirements of the 
World Bank, the Export-Import Bank or private bank- 
ing institutions. It provides also that the loans may 
be repayable in soft currencies. Mr, Benjamin Fair- 
less, former Chairman of the U. 8S. Steel Corporation 
who headed a committee appointed by the President to 
investigate the future of foreign aid, criticized the 
soft-currency loan program and recommended that the 
scheme be dropped and no soft-currency loans be made. 

It is our understanding that virtually all of the 
$850,000,000 made available during the last two years 
to the Development Loan Fund, has been obligated or 
loaned. Some 30% of these loans are repayable in dol- 
lars, the remaining 70% are repayable in foreign cur- 
rencies. Another $750,000,000 is now requested and 
the suggestion is voiced that the Fund will be sweet- 
ened each year to the tune of between three-quarters 
of a billion to a billion dollars. In payment the U. 8. 
will receive local soft currencies which cannot be re- 
converted into dollars. The question then arises, what 
happens to this money? Are we laying ourselves open 
to charges of economic imperialism as we build up 
economic power over a country through the accumula- 
tion of enormous quantities of local currencies? On 
the other hand, if the U. S. does not attempt io use the 
money, it does no good to anyone, The alternative 
seems to be inevitable, that the U. S., when the loans 
come due, will either re-lend the soft currency on an 
ever revolving basis, or make an outright gift to the 
borrowing country. This would seem to be in viola- 
tion of the legislation which created the Fund and 
uuthorized the loans and would amount to the crea- 
tion of a device for making concealed gifts. This 
constitutes a fraud upon the American taxpayer, who 
will be left holding the bag. 

The greatest danger to our country is inflation. 
Inflation is fostered by the waste and extravagance in 
the foreign aid program, So long as we condone this 
waste abroad, we shall never get the people of the U.S. 
to accept economy at home. Our people say to their 
Congressmen, “You build a public power plant in 
India, why not in your own District?” We must first 
control inflation through a restriction of foreign aid, 
then perhaps we can effect domestic austerity. 

If we continue to borrow money to give away, when 
our public debt exceeds the combined debts of all 
other nations of the world, we will wreck our economy 
and with it the last hope of freedom for all people.

GOVERNMENT — (Continued from page 16) 
dom of enterprise, freedom of speech and of the press, 
freedom to work or not to work, freedom to earn and 
keep what we earn, and freedom from the threat of 
war —all these freedoms are threatened now because 
we have neglected to defend them, 

Almost every freedom we possess was bought at a 
price the “blood, sweat and tears” of our forefathers 
—and we cannot continue to enjoy these freedoms 
without ever being ready to defend them, “Eternal 
vigilance is the price of liberty.” 

History shows that no republic has ever fallen sole- 
ly to outside pressure. Rome did not fall to the Bar- 
barians until she had first become corrupt and weak. 
France did not yield to the armies of Hitler until she 
had first collapsed within because of political corrup- 
tion, inefficiency, and loss of morale induced by a 
Socialist government. If the American Government 
ever falls, it will be primarily because of ineptness 
or corruption in high places, permitted and made pos- 
sible by the indifference of the voters, 

The American way of life as we knew it when we 
were younger is rapidly giving way to a regimented 
Free enterprise is being undermined, per- 
sonal liberty is being curtailed, freedom of the press, 
of education, of speech and even of thought is being 
threatened, and corruption in high places is being 
permitted and even condoned.

the United States could continue the development of 
new nuclear weapons through underground and high 
atmosphere tests which would eliminate any danger 
from radioactive fallout. 

The Atomic Energy Commission has already suc- 
cessfully detonated a series of underground tests, and 
more recently the scientists and political magnates of 
the Communist world were electrified when they 
learned that American scientists had exploded a se- 
ries of nuclear weapons tests in outer space, This was 
hailed by newspapers throughout the free world as 
possibly the greatest scientific achievement of the cen- 
tury. If we had ended nuclear weapons development 
when the leftwing “ban the bomb” advocates wanted 


us to do so, these recent advances would have been 
made an impossibility, and progress would have been 
deterred. 

Needless to say, a message from Khrushchev was 
handed to the State Department rejecting the Amer- 
ican proposal saying that “it will not solve the prob- 
lem.” The note added: 


“The objective of preventing the manufacture of 
new and more destructive types of atomic weapons 
would not be achieved in t’ at case.” 

It should be fairly obvious to everyone that the ulti- 
mate aim of Communist diplomacy is to bring about 
uur eventual demise through nuclear disarmament. 
Today we are at a stage when nuclear testing and 
developent is required for the defensive uses of these 
weapons against surprise attack.

of liberty, to ourselves and our posterity.” The Bill 
of Rights guarantees these rights and duties; the right 
to free speech, free press, free petition and freedom of 
religion 

It was assumed by the creators of these United

That man 
locks the doors of opportunity to others, who seek 
happiness in the security of life, forcing other individ- 
uals to hew to a line prescribed in rules and regula- 
tions formulated by him and his closed circle. He talks 
loudly of human freedom, freedom to join an organiza- 
tion, but only under lock-shop union rules or scab-shop 
employer rules, one as bad as the other.

NATIONAL REPUBLIC 


Although the United States Government dis 
couraged, but did not prohibit, the attendance of 
American youth at the Communist-controlled 
World Youth Festival, it is reported that some 
four hundred or more youths sojourned to Vienna 
for the Kremlin-controlled Festival in August. 
Reports from Austria state that some 17,000 dele 
vates, chiefly from Communist countries, were in 
attendance, 


Two United States Festival committees were 
set up to recruit the delegates, one the American 
Youth Festival Committee, headed by Barbara 
Perry, who led a delegation to Moscow's previous 
Youth Festival, and a new one, the United States 
Festival Committee. 


Youngsters from Moscow, Communist China, 
Communist North Korea, lron Curtain countries 
and several Latin American countries were dele 
gates and government-approved attendants. Aus 
tria’s youth openly boveotted the Vienna meet 
ing, as did India’s and Indonesia’s youth. The 
Sudan government banned attendance, as did the 
Philippine, Pakistan and South African govern- 
ments. Ghana authorities openly disapproved, 
but did not ban attendance. Peruvian youth 
condemned the affair as a “political vehicle of 
world Communists.” Chilean university students 
voted to openly reject participation, Venezuelan 
students raised finances for 200 or more delegates 
to the Festival. Cuban government officials ap- 
proved the Festival. Young members of the 
Castro revolutionary armed forces attended. 
Some 150) pro-Communist youth of Japan also 
attended.
